Russell crowned as riders boycott Mexican round 
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IN THE WIND by tapa Wesley 








Jeremy McGrath (Hon) earned a 
$50,000 paycheck with a 250cc class win 
at the prestigious Golden Cup 
Supercross in Fukuoka City, Japan, 
November 6. Brian Swink (Suz) was 
second ahead of Steve Lamson (Hon), 
Larry Ward (Yam) and Michael Craig 
(Yam). In the 125cc class, Doug Henry 
(Hon) earned the win and $10,000. 
Damon Huffman (Suz) was second, 
Mike Brown (Hon) third, Jimmy 
Gaddis (Kaw) fourth and Tom Clowers 
(Yam) fifth. 


Larry Brooks (Yam) sewed up the 
MTEG Ultracross title with a runner-up 
finish to Tyson Vohland (Yam) at San 
Francisco's Candlestick Park on 
November 7. Butch Smith (Hon), Erick 
Hilton (Yam) and Shaun Kalos (Yam) 
completed the top five. Ron Lechien 
(Kaw) was also on hand, winning the 
second heat race and placing seventh in 
the main event. 


Doug Dubach (Yam) was the winner of 
the Vet Pro class at the White Bros. Vet 
World Championships, held November 
6-7 at Perris Raceway in Perris, 
California. Dubach won both motos 
going away over runner-up Johnny 
O'Mara (Hon), who finished second in 
both races. Jeff Ward (Kaw) turned in 
3-3 finishes for third overall. Defending 
Vet World Champion Rex Staten opted 
to sit out the race after riding practice 
and discovering several supercross- 
style obstacles on the track. "I'm racing 
in the Baja 1000 next week and I can't 
risk getting hurt," said Staten. 


Due to what was described by racers as 
unsafe track conditions, the final round 
of the World Championship Superbike 
Series in Mexico City, November 7, was 
cancelled following a riders' boycott. 
Series points leader going into the 
event, Muzzy Kawasaki's Scott Russell 
was officially awarded the series title 
over Roche Ducati's Carl Fogarty. (For 
complete details, see page 8). 


Former World Superbike Champion 
Fred Merkel, who recently joined the 
Muzzy Kawasaki USA team, chose not 
to ride in Mexico City, though for rea- 
sons not pertaining to track safety, or 
the lack thereof. "I'm riding in America 
next year and I'm not putting myself in 
jeopardy. I'm not contracted to ride this 
race. My contract ended after Portugal," 
said Merkel, whose team suffered finan- 
cial difficulties late in the season. 
Merkel also said that if any of the teams 
rode on the Autodromo International 
Hermanos Rodriguez track, it would 
help the circuit's chances of holding a 
race in 1994, a date that's already on the 
calendar. After the riders' boycott, 
which caused the cancellation of the 
race, there was very little sentiment 
among the teams to return. 


Because Mexico City is set at an altitude 
of 7500 feet, the thin air robbed the 
bikes of power - the four-cylinder suf- 
fering more than the Ducati twins. 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Aaron Slight fig- 
ured they were down 15 to 20% in prac- 
tice, though some of that could be made 
up as jetting and ignitions changes were 
made. He complained that he couldn't 
spin the ZX7-R's rear tire. 


Tray Batey, a racer from Memphis who 
competes mostly in WERA events, was 
in Mexico City for the second time. 
Batey had won a support race for last 
year's international on a Honda RC-30 
once owned by Canadian Rueben 
McMurter. The bike, and two more just 
like it, belong to Mexican mining execu- 
tive and racer Pepe Megallanes, who 
Batey met a few years ago at a WERA 








race in Memphis. Megallanes, 49, splits 
his time between Mexico City and 
Memphis and rides at the Autodromo 
International Hermanos Rodriguez 
every Tuesday in an open practice ses- 
sion. "He saw me race and invited me 
down here to ride in the support race," 
Batey said. "We decided to race in the 
big race this time and I had to get an 
AMA Superbike license, then a special 
one-race FIM license. I was thrilled 
when I got here. I'd seen guys like 
Russell and Fogarty in magazines, but 
I'd never met them." Batey was one of 
the eight riders who took timed practice 
after the majority of the riders decided 
that the track was unsafe. He said he 
felt no pressure to ride, but understood 
why the other riders chose not to. 
"They're used to riding at world-class 
circuits, and expect something different. 
I'm here to have fun and race. I race at 
tracks like Talladega Gran Prix, Nelson 
Ledges. They're not on the same level, 
but they don't have dogs running 
across the track." 


Rob Muzzy arrived in Mexico City at 
6:00 a.m. on Sunday morning only to 
find that the World Superbike race had 
been cancelled. "I'd been in touch with 
Peter (..Doyle, Muzzy's World 
Superbike team manager), the guys 
back in the states, Steve Johnson, and 
my secretary. I knew what was going 
on, but I didn't know the race was can- 
celled until I got here and Steve told me 
this morning.” Muzzy was coming from 
Lima, Peru, where he'd gone to see an 
exhibition of Peruvian horses. "They're 
Peruvian pasos and we raise them up in 
Oregon," said Muzzy, who was making 
his first trip to Peru. Muzzy also want- 
ed to talk with Aaron Slight about his 
plans for next year. "We'd like to have 
him on the team; we'd like to have him 
for a long time. He's done a good job 
for us. He's got to make up his mind. 
We've given him time to consider his 
options, now it's crunch time." Slight 
has been mentioned as a possible mem- 
ber of the Honda World Superbike 
team, along with several others includ- 
ing Doug Polen. Polen has said he has a 
two-year contract with Eraldo Ferracci 
and Ferracci seems intent on making 
him honor it, though Honda would like 
to have him. Daryl Beattie has also 
been mentioned as a Honda World 
Superbike rider, but will be riding for 
the Marlboro Roberts Yamaha team 
next year. Muzzy said that he expected 
to have his team set by November 15. 


Craig Gleason came down to Mexico 
City with two motorcycles that he'd 
hoped to sell. One was the former 
Vance & Hines Yamaha FZR600 that 
Terry Vance had given to the family of 
Larry Schwarzbach after Schwarzbach's 
death at Mid-Ohio last summer. 
"Larry's father died a few weeks ago 
and I was hoping to sell the thing and 
get the family some money," Gleason 
said. He was able to sell the Yamaha, 
but was having a harder time selling his 
personal Suzuki GSXR750 that he'd 
hoped to race in the final World Super- 
bike round. "We're still trying," he said 
on Sunday morning after it was 
announced that there would be no race. 
He'd arrived late on Friday and was 
going through tech inspection on 
Saturday when the morning practice 
session took place. Unlike several of the 
teams, Gleason had no trouble bringing 
his bikes in. "The trick is to not speak 
any Spanish. We got stopped a couple 
of times and just acted stupid. It 
worked." Gleason also said that his 
plans for 1994 were unformed, but he 
had a few prospects.

of the World Championship Superbike 
Series in Mexico City was the Fast By 
Ferracci Ducati team of Doug Polen 
and Pascal Picotte. The Eraldo Ferracci- 
owned team ran into problems going 
through customs at the U.S. Border 
crossing in Laredo, Texas, heading into 
Mexico, and the truck with the Ducatis 
inside was turned away. Polen immedi- 
ately flew home, then jetted to Los 
Angeles, and boarded a cruise ship 
bound for, ironically, the Mexican ports 
of Cabo San Lucas, Puerto Vallerta and. 
Mazatlan. Polen was originally slated to 
board the ship in Cabo San Lucas fol- 
lowing the Mexico City race. "It's true, 
they wouldn't let the truck go through," 
Ferracci said on Friday, November 5. 
"They kept saying a half hour, a half 
hour; finally it stayed there a full day. I 
think somebody underestimated the 
customs people." 


Former Cycle Nes associate editor Tom 
Mueller has been named vice president 
of sports marketing for the AMA, 
according to AMA President Ed 
Youngblood. Mueller, 36, previously 
served as special projects manager for 
Mercury Marine where he managed 
professional powerboat racing, national 
television packaging, product market- 
ing and business communications. Prior 
to working for Mercury, Mueller was 
promotions director for Wrangler Jeans, 
overseeing an array of special events | 





including AMA Supercross racing, 
NASCAR auto racing, professional 
rodeo and the Willie Nelson concert 
tour. Mueller will assume responsibility 
of the AMA's professional racing 
department on December 1 and will 
report to Youngblood. "We are excited 
to have Tom Mueller joining our team," 
Youngblood said. ^He is quite knowl- 
edgeable about the motorcycle industry, 
but also brings with him a wealth of 
experience from other forms of compe- 
tition, including marine and automobile 
racing. We think Tom has the vision 
and leadership ability necessary to help 
us achieve our goal of making AMA 
racing an internationally-acknowledged 
form of sports entertainment." Mueller 
added: "Being effective in motorsports 
marketing involves the cooperation of 
everyone. We'll work hard to enhance 
communications with sponsors, pro- 
moters, riders and teams, the television 
industry, and motorcycle manufactur- 
ers so that everyone can contribute to 
saleable promotional programs. It’s not 
an easy sell in today's market, and we'll 
need a team effort to take professional 
motorcycle racing to the next level." 


Yamaha Motor Corp. U.S.A. has signed 
Vance & Hines to a multi-year contract 
for the AMA National Championship 
Superbike Series beginning in 1994. 
Superbike riders Jamie James and 
Colin Edwards II will ride Yamaha's 














YZF750 in the series. “The relationship 
we have with Vance & Hines and our 
riders is exceptional,” said Tom 
Halverson, race technician for 
Yamaha's Motorsports Group. "Terry, 
Byron, Ron, Jim and the entire crew 
bring dedication and desire to the track 
every race. Colin's window of opportu- 
nity is limitless - his performance dur- 
ing the 1993 season proved that he 
won't be intimidated by any of the rid- 
ers on the circuit and he definitely has 
the will to win. We can always count 
on Jamie to be up front giving 110 per- 
cent, and his racing savvy is invaluable 
to the race set-up of the motorcycles." 
Terry Vance will continue to lead the 
team, and Byron Hines will dedicate 
his full attention to engine develop- 
ment. Ron Foster will oversee day-to- 
day activities as marketing manager, 
while Jim Leonard will continue as 
crew chief and Steve Derksen will join 
the team as head engineer. "Vance & 
Hines is elated to renew our contract 
with Yamaha," Vance said. "The results 
from the 1993 season are just the begin- 
ning of what you can expect from this 
team. We have the best crew, riders 
and equipment. When you combine 
that with the support we have from 
Yamaha's management, our team will 
be very competitive for this season." 


The race results for the Honda CBR600 
Series final held at the October 24 
AMA/CCS Race of Champions at 
Daytona International Speedway were 
declared official on November 4 by 
national referee Jerry McHale. The 
results were put on hold when race 
winner Owen Weichel and third-place 
finisher Danny Roberts were disquali- 
fied after post-race teardowns found 
illegal cam modifications to their 
Honda CBR600s. Both riders notified 
officials that they intended to file 
appeals. According to the CCS rule- 
book, written appeals must be post- 
marked within 48 hours of the event 
and a protest fee of $300 in cash or 
money order must also accompany the 
appeal. Although both riders submitted 
appeals, both missed the deadline and 
both submitted checks rather than the 
approved method of payment. The offi- 
cial top five are as follows: 1. David 
Estok; 2. Mike Murphy; 3. James Leslie; 
4. Brian Gibbs; 5. William Knox. 


It now looks as though Australian 
Daryl Beattie will join Team Marlboro 
Roberts Yamaha for the 1994 500cc 
World Championship Road Race Series. 
Beattie finished third in the 1993 500cc 
World Championship on a Rothmans 
Honda in what was his first full season 
of GP racing, but lost his ride when 
Rothmans pulled its sponsorship from 
the team. Beattie will join Italian Luca 
Cadalora on the Kenny Roberts-owned 
team. 


The Fosters’ Australian Grand Prix has 
been voted "Best Grand Prix" by 
International Racing Teams Association 
(IRTA) for the 1993 season. The event 
held at Eastern Creek near Sydney, 
Australia, on March 28, was awarded 
the most points in the annual poll con- 
ducted by teams competing in the 
World Championship Road Race Series. 
The Australian event topped the Italian 
GP at Mugello by just two points in the 
voting with three circuits tying for third 
place - Catalunya (Spain), Donington 
Park (England) and Suzuka (Japan). 
Eastern Creek joins the following past 
winners of the award: Silverstone 
(England), Hockenheim (Germany), 
Nurburgring (Germany), Assen 
(Holland), Suzuka (Japan), Donington 
Park (England), Jerez (Spain), 


Catalunya (Spain). Donington Park has 





won the award twice, in 1989 and in 
1991. 


Frenchman Yves Demaria will join 
Italian Alessandro Puzar and American 
Tallon Vohland on the Vecchis/Pepsi 
Honda Team for the 1994 World 
Championship 250cc MX Series. 
Demaria, who finished second in the 
World Championship 125cc MX Series 
this year, turned down a deal to com- 
pete on the Eric Geboers' HRC Honda 
team. That spot is now rumored to be 
filled by former 125 and 250cc World 
champ Trampas Parker of Shreveport,

Former 250cc World Champion John 
Kocinski visited the Bell Helmets office 
in Irvine, California, on November 5 to 
discuss, among other things, the new 
М1 Series John Kocinski replica. 
Kocinski, who helped in the design of 
the helmet, cited air leaks, wind noise 
and fogging as his three major concerns 
with helmets. He says the Bell, which is 
made in the company's 50,000-square- 
foot facility in Luca, Italy, does a good 
job with all three: "It's the only helmet 
I've ever worn that doesn't have air 
coming in to.distract my vision. And 
I've never had a fogging problem with 
this helmet. Another thing I like about 
the Bell is that if I ask for four helmets, I 
get four helmets that are all the same." 
According to Bell, the Kocinski replica 
helmet weighs 1400 grams (49 ounces). 
The Kevlar/fiberglass helmet in a 
Kocinski replica will retail for $329; the 
helmets are currently in production and 
will be available in late December, early 
January. 


Kocinski also discussed his recent sign- 
ing with Cagiva and the addition of 
tuner Kel Carruthers* to the team. "I'm 
happy; they're a good bunch of peo- 
ple," Kocinski said. "I did four races, or 
three-and-a-half races, with them this 
year and they made me feel really wel- 
come. I've never experienced that 
before in a team. When I ask them for 
something, they never ask why. They 
did things I've never seen people do 
before. At the second test session, the 
gas tank was too long. I told them and 
a guy took it out in the parking lot and 
sawed it in half and re-fiberglassed it. 
He even painted it - right then, in two 
hours...it was great. For a while the 
Cagiva went through a stage where the 
reliability wasn't there. The important 
thing now was that the Cagiva was 
there every week when I rode it. The 
bike never broke. I think this year we 
really surprised a bunch of people. 
Now Cagiva is not satisfied with just 
winning races. We've got to win more 





than races - we've got to be there all the 
time. I'm confident. We're competitive 
now and they're looking forward to 
next year as much as I am. I talked to 
Kel (Carruthers) throughout the year a 
fair amount. I think he really wanted to 
come back to the 500s. Unfortunately, 
as it turns out, Kel will be working 
with Doug (Chandler). But it all helps. 
He was with Yamaha for a long time 
and he was also with Honda for a few 
years. I think for sure if we've got a 
problem, he'll be able to fix it a lot 
quicker." 


According to Kocinski, there is no fric- 
tion between himself and teammate 
Doug Chandler. "When I first came to 
the team for the four races, I just took 
what they gave me," Kocinski said. 
“How they structured the team wasn't 
up to me. I said ‘hello’ and shook 
Doug's hand because I was the one 
coming into the team. I made the effort 
- he just never talked to me from then 
on. I never said anything, I just went 
about my business. I’m looking forward 
to having a good year with him next 
year. Hopefully, we can get on better 
communication terms this year and 
work together." 


According to Kocinski, team boss 
Giacomo Agostini recently had a ride 
on the Cagiva at Mugello in Italy. “I 
asked him if he dragged a knee and he 
said no," Kocinski said. "I find Ago 
very helpful. He's not stupid or he 
wouldn't have won 15 World 
Championships. He surprised me with 
what he knows. He takes care of things 
and he's very helpful. I haven't had 
much fun with previous teams I've 
worked with, but I do with this one." 


Kocinski has also made the transition 
between his former management com- 
pany, International Racers Inc., and his 
present manager Dave Stevenson. "I 
just wanted my things back and they 
wouldn't give ‘em back," Kocinski said. 
“After some time passed and some 
pressure was applied, they turned my 
things over. I don't have any hard feel- 
ings or animosity towards anyone. I 
wish them all luck. It's all in the past."

Unfortuntely, for the would-be 
speedway racer or fan living outside of 
southern California, few opportunities 
exist. If sanctioning bodies are unwilling 
or unable to build a strong national base, 
speedway will remain merely a regional 
curiosity, if it exists at all. 

Surely there are enough race tracks, 
racers, and fans in this country to sup- 
port this classically American, sideways 
style of racing. All that's missing is an 
organization with a national name and 
presence to take the lead.

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INTERVIEW Motocrosser Damon Huffman _

hen Team Suzuki's 
Damon Huffman sailed 
across the finish line victo- 
rious at the Pasadena Rose 
Bowl Supercross, the sea- 
son was effectively over 
for the rest of the 125cc Western Region- 
al Supercross Series racers. No, it wasn’t 
Huffman’s first win - that came at Ana- 
heim Stadium several weeks earlier - 
but more importantly, the win answered 
an important question that had been 
stirring in the 17-year-old’s head. 

“Even after I had won my first race at 
Anaheim, I still wasn't sure if I was real- 
ly one of the fastest guys,” said Huff- 
man. “Even my mechanic, Mark John- 
son, wouldn’t let me have my trophy 
from Anaheim until I won again. He 
wanted to make sure that my win 
wasn't a fluke. My win at the Rose Bowl 
answered that question and gave me a 
lot more confidence.” 

Armed with his new-found confi- 
dence, Huffman went on to trounce his 
competition at the remaining two 
rounds of the series in convincing, start- 
to-finish fashion. After starting the sea- 
son with somewhat mediocre (for him) 
finishes, Huffman gained both speed 
and technique as the series wore on 
before breaking the ice at Anaheim. Had 
it not been for his “slow” start, Huffman 
would have been a major player in the 
series title chase. At the series’ end, 
Huffman sat third behind his factory 
Suzuki teammate Phil Lawrence and 
series champion Jimmy Gaddis of the 
Hot Wheels/Splitfire Kawasaki team. 
Huffman won four times, while Gaddis 
and Lawrence only enjoyed one win 
apiece. 

“Jimmy Gaddis won the title because 
he was consistent. He only won one 
race, but he got the title because he 
didn’t have any bad races,” Huffman 
said. “I had a few bad races early in the 













year, and that’s what held me back in 
the end. By the end of the series, I had a 
lot more confidence and I knew when I 
arrived at the track that I was the fastest 
guy and that there was no single reason 
that I shouldn’t win.” 

The fastest, indeed. While many of 
his eight-liter class rivals struggled at 
the last three rounds, Huffman dis- 
played a smooth and effortless riding 
style that saw him pull well away from 
the field. 

“Ever since I was little, people used 
to tell me what a smooth riding tech- 
nique I had,” said Huffman of the seem- 
ingly error-free riding style which has 
carried him to numerous wins and ama- 
teur National championships. "I've 
never taken a riding school; my only 
teacher was my father. I’ve been able to 
develop my riding style through lots 
and lots of riding." 

Like many of today's top racers, 
Huffman began riding at an early age. 
The son of Dave and Karen Huffman, 
Damon first got on a bike at age five, 
when Dave bought him a Suzuki JR50. 

"My dad was a pretty good desert 
racer," said Huffman. "He bought my 
sister Melissa and me a pee-wee bike so 
that we could go riding with him." 

Like father, like son. Following in 
Dave's footsteps, the next natural step 
for Damon was to enter a race, and he 
did so at age seven. "I really don't 
remember anything about racing pee 
wees," said Huffman, who went on to 
capture several amateur National titles 
before moving up to the 60cc class a few 
years later. "But I've heard a story about 
my mom looping out my pee wee when 
she was warming it up." 

It was on the larger 60cc minibikes 
that Huffman got his first taste of stadi- 
um supercross racing. ^I have this pic- 
ture of myself at the 1987 Anaheim Sta- 
dium Amateur Day," Huffman said. 
"I'm going over the finish-line jump and 
I'm almost looping out, but I have my 


head way over the bars. I can kind of 
remember that jump, and I liked racing 
in the stadiums ever since then." 

After winning a few titles aboard a 
60, Huffman grew into the 80cc class 
and competed as a member of the then- 
powerful R&D Suzuki team for two 
years before being recruited by Kawasa- 
ki Team Green in 1990. During his three- 
year stay in the 80cc class, Huffman cap- 
tured numerous titles before moving up 
to “big” bikes in 1991. 

“1 was getting pretty big for 80s in 
‘90. My knees were starting to hit the 
bars and all that stuff,” Huffman said. “1 
was pretty anxious to get on big bikes. I 
remember looking in a magazine to see 
what the new Kawasaki 125s looked like 
and getting real excited. 

"It didn’t take too long for me to 
adjust to the 125s and 250s, but I did 
have to learn a lot about how the bigger 
machines handled. In my first year in 
the 125 and 250cc Intermediate classes 
('91) I won just about everything - the 
World Mini, Lake Whitney and Ponca," 
said Huffman. "I remember that I either 
won or almost won every moto that I 
entered. It was fun picking up all those 
trophies, but I used to feel kinda' guilty 
because I was taking all of the first-place 
ones. I was real anxious to turn pro." 

Huffman made that jump near the 
end of '91, and scored the win in his 
first-ever pro race. “I beat Erik Kehoe in 
the 125cc Pro class at the Trans Cal 
National at Barona Oaks," Huffman 
said. "I won $200. That was a lot better 
than those little plastic trophies! Racing 
took on a whole different meaning after 
that. Now there was a better reason to 
race. My dream goal since I was little 
was to become a factory rider. It wasn't 
until that day that I actually thought I 
could really be one." 

At the end of that year, Huffman was 
forced to make an important decision. 

"Team Green wanted me to stay 
amateur and race the Mickey Thompson 
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Series and the Amateur Nationals. I had 
raced that stuff all of my life and I want- 
ed to move on,” said Huffman. 

It was then that Suzuki came into the 
picture. “I signed a one-year support 
contract to race the 125cc West Coast 
Supercross Series and whatever Nation- 
als I could make it to,” said Huffman. “1 
was really excited. 

“I learned a lot that next year. 
My first race was at the Houston 
Astrodome. Everything was so different. 
I was used to being at the amateur races 
where everyone knew me, but suddenly 
I was at a real pro race and no one had 
even heard of me. It was a big change.” 

That year, Huffman's best finishes 
were a pair of fifths, but many of his 
hometown fans will remember that he 
was running a strong third at Anaheim 
before suffering a seized lower end. "T 
had gotten the holeshot and led part of 
the first lap before McGrath and Buddy 
Antunez passed me," Huffman said. 
"But after that I was comfortable in 
third. I remember that my throat was 
real dry and I was a little nervous. Then 
my crank let go. I was really let down." 

A few weeks later, Huffman again 
grabbed the holeshot and led the first 
lap of the San Jose Supercross 125cc 
main. "I came around in first and my 
throat was really dry again," said Huff- 
man. “My dad stuck the pit board right 
in my face and when I looked over at it I 
lost my line. I hit some braking bumps 
and swapped into a double and 
crashed." 

Despite his mishaps, Huffman fin- 
ished the series sixth overall and left 
quite an impression on his Suzuki 
employers. “Tosh Koyama from Suzuki 
called me up one day and offered me a 
full factory ride for “93 - bikes, a 
mechanic, a box van and a salary - the 
whole works. It was so much more than 
I ever expected that my parents and I 
rushed down to Suzuki and signed right 
away,” said Huffman. “Looking back 






































































now, I was probably the lowest 

paid factory rider out there, but 
I didn’t know any better. I had 
finally gotten my dream of 
being on a factory team.” 

Though Huffman was glow- 
ing inside, he was forced to keep 
his new contract a secret for sev- 
eral months. "That was really 
hard," said Huffman. "I signed in 
July, which is really early. Suzuki 
asked me not to tell anyone until 
the team was officially announced. 

"There was definitely a lot more 
pressure on me to perform at the 
start of ‘93. It was a big change. 
Before, I was a support rider and I 
parked near the factory team, but I 
was still outside of the main Suzuki 
pit area. Now I was inside, and it felt 
like everyone was looking at me." 

Along with his factory contract 
came a full time factory mechanic, 
and for the first time ever, Dave Huff- 
man didn't spin the wrenches on his 
son's machine. “I think it was harder 
on my dad than it was on me," said 
Huffman. "He's been my mechanic all 
of my life, and now someone else was 
doing his job." 

Once the owner of a successful carpet 
cleaning company, the senior Huffman 
abandoned his business to tune 
Damon's machines full time when he 
was still competing aboard pee wees. As 
Damon's machines gained the reputa- 
tion of being the fastest on the track, 
Dave suddenly found himself filling 
more and more requests to modify 
machines for others and eventually 
opened his own race shop - Cycle Engi- 
neering Factory. 

"This year was the first time that I 
raced bikes that my dad didn't build," 
said Huffman. "My mom told me that 
the first weekend that I was away at a 
race, my dad did things around the 
house that he hadn't done in over 10 
years." 

The '93 series started rather slowly 
for Huffman as he finished sixth at the 
series opener, but only a few days later 
the newest member of the factory team 
broke the ice with his first win at Ana- 
heim Stadium. 

" At first, I used to wonder if I should 
have really been there - on the team," 
said Huffman. "But after I won Ana- 
heim I started to feel as if I really did 
deserve it." 

At that race, Huffman started second 
but wasted little time chasing after early 
leader Gaddis. Huffman made the pass 
for the lead early in the race and quickly 
established a lead that would grow con- 
siderably by the race's end. 

“My throat got real dry as soon as I 
got into the lead," said Huffman. "It was 
strange, all during practice and in my 
heat race I wasn't jumping this big 
triple, but I did it on the second lap of 
the main and every lap after that. I saw 
Gaddis do it and I didn't know how 
close Lawrence was, so I figured that I 
should do it every lap. Once I got into 
first, everything just went real smoothly. 
I didn't get tired, but I caught my mind 
wandering towards the end of the race. I 
was thinking, ‘Should I do a one-hander 
or should I whip it on the last lap?' Then 
I realized that I wasn't concentrating 
and just put it out of my head. I ended 
up doing a thumbs-up to the crowd 
over the triple and a clicker at the finish. 

"| was so excited and proud of 
myself after I won. That night on the 
podium is where I learned that cham- 
pagne burns when it gets in your eyes. It 
was funny; Phil had to help me with the 
bottle and kinda tell me what to do with 
it. Then he and Jimmy doused me with 
theirs. After the trophy presentation, I 
remember I ran all the way up to my 
box van to get a jacket, then up into the 





stands 
where my family was." 

Though Huffman ranks that night as 
the brightest spot in his young career, he 
was - as usual - quiet about the whole 
affair when Monday morning rolled 
around. 

^] wouldn't say that I'm shy, but I 
will admit that I'm a pretty quiet per- 
son," said Huffman. "I don't like to brag 
about my racing. My friends know that I 
race and I guess you could say that I let 
my friends do my bragging for me." 

“A lot of people knew that I was 
going to race at Anaheim, and the next 
day they asked me how I did. When I 
told them that I won, a lot of them acted 
like they didn't believe me. All of the 
kids that knew I raced didn't really 
know what level I competed at. They 
would say, "You're on Team Suzuki, so 
does that mean you get a free bike?’ 
When I'd tell them that it was more like 
six or seven (bikes) they would just 
say, Yeah, right.” 

Quiet by nature, Huffman did little 
to voice his displeasure at the next race 
in San Diego when he and his teammate 
Lawrence collided and Huffman ended 
up on the ground. Instead, his friends 
did the complaining for him. It was not 
the first time that the two had come 
together, as they had a similar 
encounter in their heat race in Anaheim. 

"There was a bit of friction between 
Phil and me for a little while, but we're 
past all of that now,” Huffman said. “I 
think it was a case of the older factory 
guy showing the new kid who was boss. 
When he stuffed me at Anaheim that 
was the first time since I turned pro that 











I had been 

rammed. I learned to be more 

aggressive after that." 

After crashing in the San Diego main 

as a result of the aforementioned colli- 

sion with Lawrence, Huffman went on 

to crash again in the Seattle Supercross 

main while dicing with Gaddis for sec- 
ond. 

“I was having a lot of bad luck, but 
there was a long break between races in 
April," Huffman said. "I came back at 
Dallas and approached it like it was a 
chance to start all over again. I finished 
third there and it was a combined East 
and West Coast race. That pumped me 
up again and I won the next race at the 
Pasadena Rose Bowl.” 

Huffman admits that he had a bit of 
extra incentive to win at the Rose Bowl. 
"A few days before the race I met a girl - 
one of my cousin's friends," Huffman 
said. "She came to watch me race, and 
well...she was so gorgeous that it gave 
me an extra reason to win." 

"Winning the Rose Bowl race really 
gave me a lot of confidence. I had 
proven to myself that Anaheim wasn't 
a fluke, and that luck wasn't a big part 
of my first win. After that, I approached 
each race with a different state of mind." 

With that, Huffman was seemingly 
unstoppable at the final two races and 
posted runaway wins at San Jose and 
Las Vegas. At San Jose, Huffman led 
every lap and enjoyed a 36-second lead 
at the finish after lapping up to fifth 
place, and at Vegas pulled off a similar 
feat after passing Gaddis for the lead on 
lap one. 

"At that point, I was wishing that the 
series was longer," said Huffman. "Now 
that the season is over, I’m looking more 












towards supercross than outdoors for 
next year." 
When asked why, Huffman replied, 
"I guess because it’s more prestigious. 
It’s a whole different type of racing; it's 
quick and exciting. It's more of a show, 
really, and it's a lot easier than outdoor 
races. Since they're usually at night it's 
cooler, and the races are also shorter." 
After capping off the '93 series with 
such stellar performances, Huffman was 
the man in demand when it came time 
to negotiate new contracts for the '94 
season, and entertained several offers 
from other factories. “I was talking to 
Honda, and they were offering a lot of 
money," said Huffman. "But I decided 
to stay with Suzuki because I felt com- 
fortable where I was and they also gave 
me a better deal." 
Signed with Suzuki for the next two 
years, Huffman will contest the 125cc 
Western Regional Supercross and 
125cc National MX Series in ‘94, and 
compete in the 250cc Supercross 
rounds that don't conflict with his 
125cc rounds. 
"I'm looking forward to riding a 
250," Huffman said. "If I win the 
125cc title this year I hope to move 
up to the 250cc class in '95, but that, 
of course, is Suzuki's decision." 
This winter, Huffman plans to 
prepare in the off-season by riding, 
riding and riding. “I don't really 
have a set training program," Huff- 
man said. "I usually just try to ride 
three or four times during the 
week and race on the weekends. I 
don't lift weights or anything; I 
think that if I did, my arms might 
start to pump up or something. I 
ride my mountain bike once a 
week or so, and when I'm on the 
road I might run. As far as an 
everyday routine, all I do are 
sit-ups, push-ups and pull-ups 
every morning." 
And how does Huffman 
spend his leisure time? 
“I like to go out to the desert and 
spend a whole day just jumping," said 
Huffman. "I like to see how far I can get 
the bike laid over and how far I can 
push myself. I don't really like to show 
off during races, though; I worry about 
looking dumb. I just like to go out and 
whip it for myself." 

When he's not on a motorcycle, 
Huffman can be found swinging - clubs, 
that is. "I've been playing a lot of golf 
lately," Huffman said. "I think it's pret- 
ty relaxing, and you don't have to think 
about riding at all when you're out 
there. I'm to the point right now where 
I'm a 16 or 17 handicap. It's a lot of 
fun." 

But what about parties, friends, and 
wild times? Huffman credits Darrin 
Hoeft, another southern California pro 
motocrosser, as one of his best friends 
and training partners, but says that par- 
ties have never been high on his list of 
priorities. 

"I'm not into the partying scene, and 
I never have been," said Huffman. “In 
high school, I always had two sets of 
friends, one that I hung around while I 
was at school, and one away from 
school. As far as right now, racing is my 
job and I have to concentrate on that, 
not parties." 

And what are young Damon's inten- 
tions in '94? 

"I'm out to win the 125cc Western 
Regional Supercross Championship, 
that's obvious," said Huffman. "But 
what I want to do is win every round. I 
definitely think I can do that, consider- 
ing the way I ended '93." 

A bold statement, indeed, but unlike 
many outspoken young up-and-comers - 
Huffman has already proven that he can 
walk the walk after talking the talk. €N

It's official; Russell is champ

MEXICO CITY, MEX, NOV 7 

t wasn't exactly the 
[2 that he'd 

hoped for, but 
Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Scott Russell claimed 
the World Superbike 
title in his first year of 
trying when the FIM 
cancelled the final race 
after a successful rid- 
ers' boycott due to 
unsafe track condi- 
tions on the Autodro- 
mo International Her- 
manos Rodriguez in 
Mexico City. 

Trouble had been 
building all weekend: 
problems with the 
track, with customs, 
and with getting the 
machinery and equip- 
ment into the country 
cast a darkness on the 
event. The final straw 
came on Saturday 
afternoon after a num- 
ber of riders, includ- 
ing Russell and Roche 
Ducati's Carl Fogarty, 
Russell's only title 
competition, inspect- 
ed the track and 
found it woefully 
lacking. 

“Me and Scott went 
out in the car and 
halfway down the 
straight we looked at 
each other and said, 
‘No мау,” Britain's 
Fogarty said. "It's up 
to me isn't it? But the 
stuff you don't notice 
on a bike, you notice 
in a car. It means I lose 
the world championship. I had hopes of 
winning, now there's no f—ing hope." 

“We're not racing," Russell said, after 
the boycott meant that he had won the 
title. “There’s just no track control. How 
can they hold a race? There are little 
kids in the field down there; there are 
three baseball games on the edge of the 
track; there are soccer games; there are 
kids walking in the run-off areas. It’s 
over. We've been up and down too 
many times." 

After Saturday morning's untimed 
practice, when Russell's teammate 
Aaron Slight nearly hit a stray dog on 
the circuit, and Russell almost hit a car 
that was about to pull out on the track, 
all of the riders signed a letter stating 
they believed the track was unsafe. 
Changes were promised for the after- 
noon practice, but, according to various 
riders who inspected the track, none 
were made and the majority of the rid- 
ers chose not to take part in timed prac- 
tice late in the afternoon. Eight riders 
went out for the 50-minute session, two 
more than are needed for a World 
Superbike race to be held. But the FIM 
decided at a jury meeting on Saturday 
night that it would be cancelled as a 
World Superbike race. 

“Basically, it said we wouldn't ride 





unless the conditions 
improved," Russell said. 
"We're not at the Isle of 
Man." 

That the boycott facili- 
tated the title was some- 
thing that didn't bother 
the Georgian. 

"I was going to win it 
anyway," said Russell, 
who needed only a fifth 
place finish in either of 
the two races had Fogarty 
won both. "I wanted to 
win it here. I was fastest 
in practice." 

The final point count 
for the 13 race series has 
Russell with 378.5 and 
Fogarty with 349.5. New 
Zealander Aaron Slight, 
Russell's Muzzy Kawasa- 
ki teammate, ends the 
season third with 316. 

Though the circuit has 
hosted X international 
motorcycle races in the 
past, this was the first 
time a World Superbike 
race had been held here 
and the circuit and the 
organizers failed miser-

ably in meeting world championship 
standards. Customs problems caused 
delays in machine and tire delivery and 
also prevented the Fast by Ferracci team 
from entering the country. After being 
stuck at the border, along with a Dunlop 
truck and a Muzzy Kawasaki truck, Fer- 
racci's crew headed back home, leaving 
Doug Polen and Pascal Picotte without 
bikes. 

Had their bikes arrived, they would 
have faced numerous perils once on the 
2.49-mile track which is built in the mid- 
dle of a municipal recreation area. Soc- 
cer balls flying errantly onto the track, 
stray dogs, joggers, unsupervised traffic, 
and baseball games all conspired to 
make this the worst world superbike 
race ever attempted. In the end, all those 
forces also brought about its demise. 

Roger Edmondson, who heads the 
АМА road race program, served as the 
FIM Jury President here for the first 
time. He agreed with Russell that the 
riders' safety could not be assured. 

“With a facility this size, there is no 
guarantee something can't happen," he 
said. "It's a difficult situation and I can 
appreciate the riders apprehension and 
concern." 

“1 can't speak for the FIM because 
this is the first time I'm the president, 
but the riders have to make up their 
own minds. When riders conspire 
together, that's another matter." 

The problems began well before the 
race started. The Muzzy, Dunlop, and 
Ferracci trucks arrived on Monday, 
November 2, to cross 
the border at Laredo, 
Texas . They had been 
assured by the organiz- 
ers that they would get 
a police escort for the 
long trip to Mexico City. 
Dennis Smith, who was 
driving the Dunlop 
truck from their West 
Coast headquarters in 
Torrance, California, 
met with a customs bro- 
ker on Monday and was 
told to wait. The cus- 
toms agent allegedly 
told Smith that he 
would be bringing a let- 
ter from Mexican Presi- 
dent Carlos Salinas de 
Gortari which would 
guarantee their entry. 

On Friday, the Fer- 
racci truck left, leaving 
Polen, who was already 
in Mexico, without a 
ride. 

"I don't understand 
why," Polen told the 
English language news- 
paper "The News" after 
being asked why his 
truck was turned away. 
^Madonna ( who is giv- 
ing a concert in an area 
on the inside of the cir- 
cuit on Friday, Novem- 
ber 12 ) uses half of my 
trailer for her equip- 
ment, and all her other 
trailers have been 
allowed to enter the 
country.” Several teams 
were told that American 











trucks over three tons are not 
allowed in the country. The 
Muzzy team was told they 
could use their tractor, but 
would need to transfer their 
cargo into a Mexican trailer. 

Soon after Ferracci’s truck 
left, the Muzzy truck departed, 
leaving Smith alone. Though 
he was guaranteed a police 
escort, Smith was skeptical and 
didn’t want to make the trip 
alone. He drove to the San 
Antonio Airport and put tires 
on two flights, one to Mexico 
City, and one to Dallas for for- 
warding to Mexico City. 

Back in Buffalo, Dunlop’s 
Jim Allen was apprised of the 
situation and made arrange- 
ments to check 17 tires as lug- 
gage, a number sufficient to 
supply the Muzzy Kawasaki 
team. As soon as he landed in 
Mexico City, the tires were 
impounded in customs, along 
with the better than 300 tires 
that had arrived by air. They 
were cleared out of customs on 
Friday at 8:00 p.m. and Dunlop 
took possession of them at 6:30 
on Saturday morning. 

Jean Herise, Michelin’s man 
on the world superbike trail, 
had fewer problems, though at 
a cost. 

“We started a long time ago 
and we sent the tires by plane 
from France a week before the 
race,” Herise said about his 
supply of 500 tires. “Our 
agency sent someone here. We 
brought the tires here Monday. 
Even to import them temporar- 
ily, you have to pay taxes. We 
were supposed to get a box of clothes 
that we never got. The problem here is 
you have to pay. This country does not 
accept ATA carnets.” In addition to pay- 
ing the taxes, all the tires have to be 
accounted for and taken back out of the 
country. 

The delivery of the motorcycles 
wasn't any easier. They arrived by plane 
and were to be released on Tuesday 
night. Then it became Thursday night, 
and they finally cleared customs at 4:00 
a.m. on Friday morning. The organizers 
were forced to cancel the morning prac- 
tice session and ran one in the after- 
noon. Because of the delay in getting 
tires, Russell went out in Friday's 
untimed practice on hand-cut slicks, set- 
ting the fastest time despite some seri- 
ous reservations about the track. 

"The guys complained that the track 
was slippery and dangerous," Muzzy's 
team manager Peter Doyle said. "Scott 
nearly hit a truck and Aaron just missed 
two dogs. We understood that the cir- 
cuit was supposed to do some work. 
They were going to take down a build- 
ing on the back side. Nothing has been 
touched." 

The track is set in a large urban recre- 
ational area where various sports, 
including soccer, baseball, basketball, 
and field hockey, are practiced. The 
fence surrounding the track, both on the 
outside and inside, has numerous 
breeches through which pedestrian, ani- 
mal, and auto traffic flowed freely. The 
day after Russell nearly hit a truck that 
was pulling out onto the track, the gate 
was still open and unguarded. Accord- 
ing to a local journalist, the lack of con- 
trol over the track was one of the main 
reasons that the Formula One circuit 
abandoned this race a few years ago. 

The area off the racing line was dirty, 
and getting dirtier, and blue lines paint- 
ed in some corners were slippery. Com- 
ing onto the front straight there was 
very little run-off, and very little margin 











for error. A medical heli- 
copter was parked on the 
outside of turn three, which, 
though well off the track, 
was too close for comfort, 
according to Russell. 

A free practice was held 
on Saturday morning and 
the riders returned with 
tales of terror. The first 
timed practice was to be 
held at noon, but the riders 
had signed a letter inform- 
ing the organizers of their 
concerns and the session 
was postponed. Finally, at 
about 3:25 p.m., two cars 
filled with riders, team man- 
agers, and the clerk of the 
course, went to inspect the 
track. 

On their return, Aaron 
Slight said, "They stopped a 
couple of games, but there's 
still thousands of people. 
Right on the entrance to the 
first corner there's a baseball 
game. It's better, but what 
we wanted done, wasn't 
done. And the people 
watching have dogs." 

Claudio Marati, the 
Flammini representative for 
the U.S. and Mexico, told 
one journalist that he was 
asked to pay $100,000 to 
someone who claimed he 
could cause all sporting 
activities to cease. Marati 
also said the new manage- 
ment of the track was 
spending $750,000 on circuit 
improvements, and another 
$2 million over two years to 
seal off the track completely. 

About 10 minutes after 
Slight returned, Russell and 
Fogarty went out with 
Albert Fantini, the clerk of

the course, and an employee of the 
Flammini Group, the World Superbike 
series organizers. 

“The first thing we saw was a dog," 
Russell said when he got back. “If they 
want to have a race, they have to get 
their shit together. If we raced in condi- 
tions like this we'd be bringing our- 
selves down to a level that we don't 
need to be at. Everyone's spent a lot of 
money to be here and went through a 
lot of headaches. I wanted to race bad. 
My shit was working good. Now I've 
got to wait until Daytona to race again." 

“I think everybody's pissed off - real- 
ly," Fogarty said. "Nobody's making 
any decisions." 

At approximately 4:11, an announce- 
ment was made that all games had been 
stopped and that in 10 minutes a 50- 
minute timed practice would start. 
"We've been around the track and the 
track is ready," the official announced 
over the public address system. "The 
FIM has decided you can go out and 
take this practice, a 50-minute timed 
practice." E 

At the appointed hour, two Mexican 
riders and an American, Tray Batey, rid- 
ing a Honda RC-30 owned by a Mexican 
businessman, took to the track, soon to 
be joined by a third Mexican. But six rid- 
ers are needed for a grid, according to 
world superbike rules, and race organiz- 
ers went through the paddock trying 
to drum up support. Frenchman 
Dominique Sarron then went out, as 
well as Italians Mauro Moroni and 
Aldeo Presciutti, though they were 
heckled the whole time they were 
preparing to practice by fellow Italians 
Giancarlo Falappa and Fabrizio Piro- 
vano. Falappa made an obscene gesture 
to Presciutti as he pulled out of the pits. 

The session 
ended and the 
qualifying results 
went to the FIM 
who would hold 
their usual jury 
meeting at 7:00 
p.m. to decide the 
fate of the race. At 
about the same 
time, one of the 
organizers 
approached Roche 
and told him that if 
the riders didn't 
ride, they might 
have some trouble 
getting their 
machinery out of 
the country. It was 
suggested they put 
on a 10-lap exhibi- 
tion race. 

But the bikes 
had been crated up, 
the riders had left, 
and Russell, for 
one, had some seri- 
ous celebrating to 
do. с

BRASLETON, GA, OCT. 31 
or the second year in a row, Fritz 
Kling won the final round of the 
WERA Formula Series at Road 
Atlanta. In almost a carbon copy of last 
year, Kling, riding a Barely Human Rac- 
ing Yamaha YZF/FZR1000 hybrid, beat 
out local favorite David Sadowski for 
the win. Kling was second to Sadowski 
in the first leg, then went on to win the 
second leg to take the overall win. 
Sadowski's 1-3 finishes on a Mike 
Velasco-tuned Honda CBR900 in the 
two-leg format was good enough for 
second overall. Valvoline Suzuki's 
Chuck Graves finished third overall 





with a 3-2 combo, earning him the 
WERA F-USA Championship. It was the 
culmination of years of effort for 
Graves, who has been trying to win the 
series since its inception. 

Coming into the final round, Michael 
Martin was only nine points down to his 
teammate Graves. With a good perfor- 
mance and a little luck, something 
Graves hasn't had much of at this cir- 
cuit, Martin felt somewhat optimistic 
about his chances. Rich Oliver was the 
only other rider with a mathematical 
chance to win the series, but the possible 
scenarios that would lead to his second 








the F-USA heat race, 
winning by nine seconds in only a six- 
lap race. Pocono F-USA winner Kling 
was second followed by Fastline/MCM 
Suzuki rider Michael Barnes, who won 
the Moroso round of the series. 

Things didn't start out well in the 
final. Dave Deveau crashed his TPM 
Suzuki (the former Donald Jacks 
machine that won F-USA last year) on 
the first lap of leg one, the Suzuki catch- 
ing fire and the race being stopped. 

On the restart, Martin took the lead 
heading up the hill out of turn one and 


- he led the screaming pack down the 


back straight. Suddenly, though, the 
bike died as he flicked it down towards 
the famous "gravity cavity". Fortunate- 
ly, the riders who were drafting Martin 
down the hill did a good job of not rear- 
ending the early leader. 





^We had some sort of fuel supply 
problem," Martin later explained. 
"Every time I would lean the bike over 
it would die. All I know is that I saw 
any slim chance of me winning the title 
go down the tubes." 

Martin soldiered on, hoping that the 
problem would clear up. It never did, 
and he fell to 12th place by the end of 
the race. 

Two 1993 F-USA winners dropped 
out in the next few laps. Barnes was 
done for the weekend when the Fastline 
Suzuki lost a motor on the third lap, and 
things went no better for John Ashmead, 
who won here in May. Ashmead was 
using a borrowed motor, after his blew 
up in the heat race, but at the halfway 
mark the transmission started to go, so 
Ashmead pulled in. 

Up front, the race was a three-way 
battle between Kling, Sadowski and 
Graves. Tray Batey was a solid fourth on 
the Team Kinko's Yamaha. Lee Shierts 
led a group dicing for fifth place that 
included Mike Harth, James Eric White 
and Oliver. 

On the final lap, Sadowski made his 
move under the Goodyear bridge. “I 
prayed with my pastor and he told me 
prior to the race that he saw me as the 
head, not the tail, which is scriptural,” 
said Sadowski. "I was thinking that I 
was looking a lot like the tail behind 
Graves and Kling and I knew it was 
time to make my move." 

With divine authority, Sadowski took 
a leap of faith and waited much too late 
to brake for the treacherous bridge turn. 
He took the lead, but was so out of 
shape coming out of the turn that he 
headed down the hill with his bike 
doing tank slappers. Somehow, he man- 
aged to hold on to take the win. 

Kling, shaking his head at Sadows- 
ki's move, took the checkered flag in 
second with Graves a very close third. 
Batey was all alone in fourth. Ray 
Yoder, Shierts, Harth, Oliver, Joe Brett 
Williams and Tom Wilson rounded out 
the top 10 leg-one finishers. 

In between the first and second F- 
USA races, Sadowski and Graves 
crashed together in the Suzuki Can-Am 
Challenge. Sadowski hurt his leg, while 
Graves was knocked unconscious in the 
accident. As soon as Graves came to, his 
first thoughts were to get tothe starting 
grid where the second F-USA leg was 
getting ready to fire up. First he had to 
get the track doctor to give him the go- 
ahead. 

“T was a little worried at first,” 
Graves said. "I had a hard time remem- 
bering my own phone number." 

Graves convinced the doctors that he 
was okay, and he just made it to his bike 
in time to go out for the warm-up lap. 

*Martin's fuel starvation problem was 
solved, but he would not contend for 
the win. He would say later that he lost 
all his enthusiasm after the problems in 
the first leg that cost him at least a 
chance at the title. 

The second F-USA leg went very 
much like the first. The trio of Sadowski, 
Kling and Graves pulled progressively 
away from fourth-placed Batey and the 
rest of the field. 

This time, though, problems were 
developing on Sadowski's Honda. At 
first, a steering dampner bolt snapped, 
causing the bike to go into violent 
shakes. Sadowski managed to deal with 
that problem only to lose fourth gear 
about mid-race. 

"From the point where the bike lost 
fourth, it just got harder to ride and I 
couldn't keep pace with Kling," Sad- 
owski said later. 

On the last two laps, Kling pulled 
away to a 2.42-second margin of victory 
over Graves, who got past the ailing 
Sadowski machine. Batey was closer to 








the lead pack in the second leg, but still 
finished fourth. 

Having just wrapped up the Air Tech 
Е-П title, Oliver rode unbridled and fin- 
ished fifth, one of only two 250s in the 
top 10. Martin battled with Shierts, 
White and Yoder but powered his way 

to sixth in the second leg. Shierts, Yoder, 
Takahito Mori on the other 250cc GP 
bike, and Williams rounded out the top 
10. 

“Scotty Miller did a really good job of 
preparing this bike,” said an elated 
Kling, as he rubbed his freezing hands 
together on the winner's podium. “I got 
a pretty bad start in that second leg. 
Sadowski's bike was blowing water on 
me which made me very cautious early. 
Fortunately, I had some motor and was 
able to run down the leaders and make 
the break at the end." 

New F-USA Champion Graves was 
subdued on the rostrum, showing the 
effects of the Can-Am crash which left 
his lip bloodied and his leathers covered 
with red Georgia clay. 

“| finally made it up here," Graves 
said, managing a smile. "It's been a 
long, hard road to get here and I just 
want to thank the people who made it 
possible." 


Air Tech Formula II 


It was all Rich Oliver at the final 
round. The 32-year-old Fresno, Califor- 
nia racing veteran was in his prime at 
Road Atlanta and no one could touch 
him. Oliver not only won the final race, 
his third WERA victory in a row, he also 
won the F-II title, his second WERA 
National Championship. 

Two of Oliver's toughest opponents 
in the series, Chris D'Aluisio and Danny 
Walker of Southwest Motorsports, did 
not make the final round. That meant 
Oliver's biggest menace would be 
defending WERA F-II champ Kurt Hall. 
Hall had already announced his retire- 
ment, so he had some incentive to go 
out and win his final race on the GP 
bike. Also coming to form at Road 
Atlanta was Oliver's Performance South 
teammate and protege, Chuck Sorensen. 
Finally, the wild card at Road Atlanta 
was Takahito Mori. On any given day 
Mori could win one of these races, if 
luck was with him. 

Oliver won Friday's four-lap heat 
race by 3.36 seconds over Mori. 
Sorensen was second, followed by Hall 
and Canadian Andrew Trevitt. 

In Sunday's final, the race belonged 
to Oliver. He darted away from the rest 
of the field at the drop of the green flag. 
Mori was out with bike problems, leav- 
ing Sorensen, Hall and San Jose, Califor- 
nia's Geep Terranova tussling over sec- 
ond. 

Once Oliver got pit signals telling 
him that he was 15 seconds ahead, he 
started backing off. "To have that kind 
of lead and still race hard is a little 
ridiculous," said the new champ after- 
wards. "It was funny, though, as soon as 
I let up I noticed all the little things 
bothering me, like the wind and the 
cold." 

Oliver cruised home to the victory 
and the title, announcing that he would 
concentrate on the AMA 250cc Grand 
Prix title next year. Sorensen won over 
Hall and Terranova in the battle for sec- 
ond. It was the best national finish ever 
for the 23-year-old Terranova. 


WERA Formula III 


Like the other WERA Pro Series 
events, the Formula III Championship 
came down to the final race, but this one 
was closer than the rest. Tommy Hay- 
den, 16, held a five-point lead over little 
brother Nick, 14, going into Road 
Atlanta. Also still in the hunt was Seattle 
winner Rodney Fee. 





In the final, Fee got off to a fast start 
and pulled away to a big lead. Tommy 
Hayden, still bothered by a dislocated 
hip he suffered in a dirt track race, was 
content to sit back and watch his little 
brother run a distant second to Fee. The 
championship was his as long as he fin- 
ished no more than two places behind 
his brother. 

Charging up from the rear of the 
grid was new 125cc rider Thornton 
McPheeters. McPheeters was on a 125cc 
Aprilia which had speed to spare. 

In the closing laps, McPheeters got 
by the Haydens and closed in on Fee: 
On the final go around McPheeters 
caught Fee, and it was a dash to the fin- 
ish. 

The leading duo touched twice com- 
ing out of the last two turns and it was 
Fee by a half-bike length at the flag. 

"| was up by 
myself running 
my own race," 
Fee said. "I 
guess Thornton 
wanted to make 
it his race. It was 
really close at 
the end and that 
made it a lot of 
fun." 

McPheeters 
was so upset 
after the race 
that he wouldn't 
talk to the press, 
or announcer 
Glenn Billings.

atey, Rothman and Wilson may 
B sound like a high-dollar New York 

law firm to some, but to WERA 
motorcycle road racing fans those 
names together can mean only one thing 
- the WERA Grand National Final. Echo- 
ing through the'north Georgia hills are 
the sounds of past Grand National 
Finals where riders by the name of 
Schwantz, Kocinski, Polen and Russell 
made their first step into the racing 
spotlight. Once again, the '93 edition of 
the season-ending classic was one of 
high drama and high speed, played out 
on the serpentine 2.52 miles of black 
asphalt known simply as Road Atlanta. 

Tray Batey, 33, of Gallatin, Ten- 
nessee, has attended a number of GNFs 
over the past few racing seasons. Batey 
even etched his name in the WERA 
record books by winning titles here in 
1990 and '91. But the 1993 GNF is one 
that Batey will remember for the rest of 
his days. The likable southern gentle- 
man donned his race face during the 
four-day gathering and ended the week- 
end with three more WERA Champi- 
onships to add to his already impressive 
resume. 

While racing veteran Batey rode high 
in the saddle in the Expert ranks, a new 
gunslinger rode into Braselton from 
north of the border. His competitors 
called him Wilson, but his friends call 
him "Full-tilt Frank." Frank Wilson 
became the winningest WERA Novice 
rider since Colin Edwards II. The Cana- 
dian rode his old-but-trusty Yamaha 
FZR600 to four national Novice titles. 

As far as money is concerned, the one 
sure place you'll find it at the GNF is in 
the Suzuki National Cup Finals. This 
year the wealth was spread out among 
riders from across the nation, but it was 
New Englander Gerald Rothman Jr. 
who took home the biggest stockpile. 
Rothman went home $15,000 richer after 
his stellar performances in the Suzuki 
finals. 

As always, the weather at the GNF 
was unpredictable. This GNF will go 
down as the second coldest in history. 
After a nice start on Thursday, a cold 





rain hit on Friday and Saturday. On 
Sunday a record cold hit the south. It 
even snowed lightly, something that 
hasn’t happened at the GNF since the 
coldest one on record, held at Indi- 
anapolis Raceway Park in 1980. 

Michael Tiberio opened the ‘93 GNF 
with a win on his Moto-Guzzi over 
Todd Henning and Douglas Pedrick in 
the combined Vintage 4 and Vintage 2 
race. Michelin Tire rep Walt Schaefer 
showed he still had the racing fires 
burning by finishing second to Brad 
Morrison in the Vintage 2 class. 

Riders from the WERA Mid-Atlantic 
region did very well in the early races 
on Thursday. Maryland's Charles Otis 
took a wire-to-wire win over David 
Davis and Lee Acree in the C Produc- 
tion Novice final. 

Then it was Darryl Saylor of Pennsyl- 
vania who sailed to an easy eight-sec- 
ond win over Grant Lopez and Jeb 
Bridgeman in the C Superbike Expert 
final. 

Thornton McPheeters' Aprilia 125cc 
GP bike is something you don't see 
everyday on the race tracks of America, 
especially one painted in camouflage 
colors. McPheeters used the strange- 
looking Italian machine to win the For- 
mula Clubman Expert race over Tommy 
Hayden in the closest race of the day. It 
was the second year in a row that Hay- 
den was second in this class.

the trend of unique road racing 
machines. Stevenson, riding a Rotax, 
held off Yamaha-mounted Sean Dwyer 
by two seconds in Formula Clubman 
Novice. 

In his first race of the weekend, 
Canadian Frank Wilson DNF'd due to a 
loose battery cable, but he came back to 
win the red flag-plagued B Production 
Novice Final. In a controversial decision, 
WERA officials decided to call the race 
complete after only three laps of racing. 
Normally the race would have had to 
make it to the halfway point (four laps) 
to officially be called a race. But after the 
race was stopped three times due to 
crashes, WERA said - no more. 

He took his time doing it, but 
Atlanta's Stephen Mathews eventually 
made it up to the front in the Unlimited 
Twins Final. 

“| knew I had motor on everyone out 
there," the Ducati-mounted Mathews 
said. "1 just took it easy in the turns and 
blitzed everyone on the straights." 

Mathews won the twins race over 
Ray Hixon by nine seconds. It was the 
first WERA Championship for Math- 
ews, a nice birthday present for the rider 
who'd turned 29 three days earlier. 

Scott Martin and his Honda smoked 
the rest of the Unlimited Twins Novice 
field. Martin, of Hurst, Illinois, held a 
16-second advantage over second 
placed Nancy Dewar at the finish. 

Wilson soon proved that his early 
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win in the botched-up В Production 
Novice race was no fluke. Wilson, 
despite running off the edge of the track 
on the last lap, made it two national 
titles with his victory over Lee Acree 
and C Production Novice winner 
Charles Otis in the A Production Novice 
Final. Ironically, the top three finishers 
were on 600s in the A Production class, 
a class that allows 750cc-and-over 
machines. 

Earlier in the day, Tommy Hayden 
had lost Formula Clubman in a close 
finish. Hayden was also involved in the 
second closest race of the day, but this 
time he came out on top. Hayden and 
WERA North Central rival Andrew 
Perkins battled it out up front in the For- 
mula II final. Perkins led the early laps, 
but Hayden took over by the halfway 
flags and held on to win by just over a 
second. 


The vintage racers took to the track 
once more and it was Ronnie Lundsford 
on a late-70s Honda CB900R taking the 
win over Michael Tiberio’s Moto-Guzzi 
in the fastest of all vintage classes, Vin- 
tage 5. Todd Henning rode his Yamaha 
to victory in Vintage 2. 

Son of WERA President Evelyne 
Pritz, Brian Lantz shot out to an early 
lead in the B Superbike final. Unfortu- 
nately, Lantz couldn’t make his mom 
proud because his Suzuki quit on him. 
Taking over was fellow Illinois rider 
Eric Smith. Smith, riding a Suzuki 
GSXR750, opened up a seven-second 
lead over Mark Black by the end of the 
race. 

In the fading autumn light, Hoosier 
racer Richard Breeding won the last race 
of the day, D Production Novice. 

Friday's schedule was dominated by 
the WERA National Endurance race, but 
before the start of the endurance a cou- 
ple of sprint races got things warmed 
up. 
Tray Batey opened the day with a 
come-from-behind win in the Formula - 
One final. David McGrath led in the 
early going on a wheezing Suzuki 
GSXR1100 that's worn out to the point 
that it only makes 116 horsepower. Nev- 
ertheless, McGrath was making the 
most of what he had. Meanwhile, Batey, 
who started in the second wave, was 
charging through the field. Halfway 
through the race, Batey moved into sec- 











ond and was honing in on McGrath. On 
lap six Batey took over, and on the final 
two laps blew the race wide-open. 

“1 saw the bad news that Tray was 
coming up fast on my pit board,” 
McGrath said in good humor after the 
race. 

Batey, as always, took his win 
humbly. “I felt a little bad for David 
(McGrath). He was riding so well, but I 
just had so much motor on him that 
there was nothing he could do.” 

Formula One Novice was another 
crashfest, like B Production Novice the 
day before. Once again WERA called the 
race after several red flags. In the confu- 
sion, no one knew who won between 
Bill Zearley and Michael McMaugh; 
they were swapping the lead in nearly 
every turn. After the race, the two riders 
went up to the scoring tower to see 
who'd won. Zearley was told he was the 
winner and McMaugh shook his hand 
and congratulated him. 

Saturday came cold and rainy, but 
Frank Wilson didn't let the conditions 
get him down. The Canadian won his 
third straight WERA Novice title in C 
Superbike. 

Mike Messer was one of the few rid- 
ers in the Formula II Novice field riding 
a two-stroke GP bike as the majority of 
the riders were on Yamaha FZR400s. 
Messer, of Lawrence, Kansas, used the 
speed advantage of his Yamaha TZ250 
to hold off a late-race charge by Aaron 
Obenberger and Paul Netterstrom, who 
were both on FZR400s. 

Matt Manspeaker said that he will 
retire from sprint racing now that he has 
won a WERA. National title. Manspeak- 
er came out on top in the red-flag short- 
ened D Superbike Expert race. 

^| had faith in my rain tires," 
Manspeaker said. "When I saw the 
halfway flag, I figured the Hayden kid 
would be coming up on me. Then I 
started seeing oil and bikes down and I 
figured the race would be stopped." 

The Hayden kid Manspeaker was 
talking about was Nick Hayden. Hay- 
den was moving up and was fourth 
when the race was called. 

After the D Superbike Novice final, 
Aaron Obenberger probably had to feel 
like the un-luckiest rider at the GNF. 
Obenberger came up just short in the 
Formula II Novice race and had to settle 
for second. Once again, in D Superbike, 
Obenberger had his chances, but it was 
Floridian Paul Netterstrom edging out 
Obenberger at the flag. 

In B Superstock Expert, Batey won 
his second WERA title by gradually 
pulling away from Joe Prussiano to win 
by seven seconds. Kevin Rentzell was 
considered to be a threat in that race, 
but he pulled in the pits early with bike 
problems. 

Wilson ended his excellent adventure 
south with a sensational win in the B 
Superbike Novice final. In what may 
have been the most exciting race of the 
weekend, Wilson beat Ray Litton by 
maybe two inches at the finish line. 
Third place finisher Michael McMaugh 
was only about a half bike length 
behind. 

Rest assured that Litton will never 
again, in his entire racing career, cele- 
brate a win before he actually crosses 
the finish line. That's exactly what he 
did at the finish of the race. Just as he 
was taking the flag, Litton lifted his 
head and arm in celebration, at the same 
time letting off the throttle. Wilson, 
meanwhile, was crawling under the 
paint of his Yamaha and had the throttle 
to the stop. As the leading trio hit the 
line it was Wilson slipping past for an 
incredible victory. 

In the final race on Saturday, A 
Superstock Expert, Batey took home his 
third National title. Again it was a win 





over his friend McGrath. Batey is quick- 
ly becoming one of the top GNF per- 
formers in the history of the event with 
a total of five WERA National titles to 
his credit dating back to his first title in 
1990. 

Sunday was freezing cold, but the 
action on Road Atlanta's two and a half 
miles heated up early. 

Grant Lopez was the surprise winner 
in the C Superstock Expert race. Lopez 
led early, but on the white-flag lap 
found himself in third behind Glenn 
Szarek and Aaron Yates with Darryl 
Saylor breathing down his neck in 
fourth. On the final go-round, Szarek 
had the lead but the pressure was too 
much for him. He went wide under the 
Goodyear Bridge, allowing Lopez to slip 
underneath and take the win. Yates and 
Saylor were later 
disqualified; that 
put Mike Reed 
up to third. 

It was the first 
championship 
for the 21-year- 
old, second-year 
racer from Mo- 
bile, Alabama. 
"I was running 
some new com- 
pound Michelins 
today and I think 
that gave me the 
advantage," said 
a happy Lopez. 


Suzuki Cup 


Tension 
mounted as the 
riders readied 
themselves for 
the 750cc Suzuki 
National Cup 
Final. Valvoline E { 
Suzuki team- (al 
mates Chuck є $ 
Graves and Steve x 
Patterson had 
each taken wins in the 750cc Suzuki Cup 
heat races, and it was polesitter Graves 
who led early. Rothman quickly got into 
the fray and led good portions in the 
middle and late stages of the race. 
Mounting the biggest charge of all was 
David Sadowski. Sadowski, riding a bike 
just rebuilt by Cycle Nuts & Bolts and his 
former Yoshimura mechanic Craig West- 
wood, went from the back of the grid to 
the lead group by the halfway flags. The 
former Daytona 200 winner then took 
over the lead with two laps to go. 

The race came to a head on the last 
lap. Dave Deveau swooped into the lead 
by making an inside pass on Sadowski. 
Suddenly, Sadowski found himself 
pushed back from first to third. Roth- 
man drafted by Deveau as the lead 
group, now six strong with the addition 
of James Randolph and Patterson, head- 
ed to the end of the back-straight. 

As they came out from under the 
bridge for the last time, Rothman was 
carrying a lot of speed. Still, he was able 
to maintain that speed thanks to a wide 
line. He then forced his Suzuki back to 
the inside edge of the track to protect his 
lead as the pack arrived in the final cor- 
ner. At the checkered flag, it was Roth- 
man by a bike length over Deveau. Sad- 
owski, Graves, Randolph and Patterson 
followed in quick succession. Aaron 
Yates, Kurt Hall, Ray Yoder and David 
Stanton rounded out the top 10 Suzuki 
Cup finishers. 

“Those are the kind of races you live 
for," Rothman said, just before he 
accepted a $5000 check from Suzuki. "I 
knew that last lap was going to be 
intense, I just wanted to get to the inside 
‘to make it tough for someone to pass me 
and it worked." 

Steve Patterson ran away in the 600cc

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Suzuki Cup final, leading Rothman and 
Stanton across the line by almost five 
seconds. It was unusual to see a rider 
pull out to such a big lead in the highly 
competitive 600cc class, but Patterson 
said he was focused on this race. 

"I've always wanted to see what it 
feels like to win one of these Suzuki Cup 
races," said Patterson, who has either 
watched or ridden in every Suzuki Cup 
race at Road Atlanta. “I felt good. I took 
the lead and just decided to try and get 
away." 

Patterson's father, Billy G., was in 
tears as his son was presented with the 
awards on the rostrum. A former racer 
himself, the elder Patterson has support- 
ed his son's racing since he was a seven- 
year-old racing mini bikes. 
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In the final race of his career, Kurt 
Hall went out a winner in the 1100cc 
Suzuki Cup event. Hall, who won all of 
the Suzuki races at the final last year, 
didn't seem to be up to speed in the first 
two Suzuki Cup races this year. That's 
why when he emerged as the the leader 
of the race on the first lap, the shivering 
spectators were excited. Could Hall 
muster up his dominating skill one 
more time? 

Hall led a seven-bike freight train 
that held together until lap four when 
Hall, Rothman and Graves broke away. 
Patterson led the rest. 

On the last two laps Rothman made a 
couple of valiant attempts two pass 
Hall, but the best he could do was pull 
up even with the number one bike. On 
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Frank Wilson won four WERA Novice titles at the Grand National Final.

the last lap, Rothman tried what Graves 
described as a "banzai move" under the 
bridge. Rothman went wide and Graves 
shot underneath to take second. 

As Hall pulled into the pits he was 
greeted by dozens of well-wishers. 
"Scotty Beach made the bike so good 
that I actually felt like I was going slow 
out there," said Hall in the winner's cir- 
cle. 

An addition to the Suzuki Cup Finals 
this year was the 750cc Suzuki Can-Am 
Challenge. A Canadian journalist on 
hand predicted the race would be a 
wholesale slaughter, "The Canadians 
don't have a chance." 

The journalist's prediction turned out 
to be pretty accurate. It was an all- 
American group leading the race from 
the start. On the last lap, leaders Graves 
and Sadowski crashed together coming 
under the Goodyear bridge. Sadowski 
ran his Suzuki too hot into the turn and 
pushed the front end right into Graves, 
who didn't see Sadowski and was tak- 
ing a tighter line. 

The crash gave the win to Rothman. 
Deveau was second and Canadian 
Mario DuHamel rounded out the top 
three. Rothman had a big smile on his 
face on the podium, the recipient of yet 
another $5000 check from Suzuki. 

"I guess luck plays a big part in the 
outcome sometimes," Rothman said. "It 
was a tough break for Graves and Sad- 
owski, but that's the way it goes some- 
times. I just happened to be in the right 
place at the right time." єх

Team Suzuki 
survives tough 
challenge

urt Hall and Michael Martin 
K knew the final WERA National 

Endurance race of the season at 
Road Atlanta would be a tough one. 
“We knew we were going to have to 
strap our helmets on a little tighter and 
really go all out,” said Team Suzuki 
Endurance rider Martin. The team had 
already wrapped up its ninth WERA 
Endurance title, now it was time to put 
on the gloves and go toe-to-toe with 
long-time AMA rival Dutchman Racing, 
and Team Kinko’s, one of the few teams 
to beat Team Suzuki straight up this 
year. 

But while the other teams made mis- 
takes, Team Suzuki rode another flaw- 
less race and ended another successful 
season with a win in the four-hour 
event. 

Virginia Breeze Racing, with riders 
Glen Szarek, Paul Youngman and Char- 
lie Safley riding a Yamaha OW01/ 
FZR1000, turned in another first-rate 
performance and finished only 26 sec- 
onds behind Team Suzuki at the finish. 

The wet weather helped Team 
Pearls Suzuki put its Suzuki GSXR600 
in the winner’s circle. Darryl Saylor, 
Jim Roth and Marty Lentz rode for 
Team Pearls. 

The race started with Team Suzuki 
leading Team Kinko’s and Virginia 
Breeze. Ray Yoder started in near the 
back of the pack on the Dutchman 
Yamaha. Dutchman had blown up its 








big motor and was running a stock unit 
which, as it turned out, wasn’t much of 
a disadvantage in the rain. 

Ten laps into the race, Team Kinko’s 
moved into the lead over Team Suzuki. 
Yoder was now in third followed by 
Team Suzuki Two. Virginia Breeze 
dropped to fifth. 

A red flag stopped the race in the 
first hour. 

During the second hour, Yoder put 
the Dutchman Yamaha in the lead. It 
was a short-lived lead, however, as ten 
minutes later Yoder crashed and Dutch- 
man dropped to ninth at the end of the 
second hour. The former AMA Champi- 
ons eventually re-entered the race to fin- 
ish fifth. 

Another victim of the wet track was 
Team Suzuki Two's Steve Patterson, 
who crashed just a few minutes before 
Yoder did. The Team Suzuki crew elect- 
ed not to try to get the second team back 
in the race; they had too much to worry 
about with the lead bike. 

Virginia Breeze took the lead in the 
second hour just ahead of Team Kinko's. 
Team Suzuki ran third. 

During the third hour, the Team 
Kinko's Yamaha started mis-firing. The 
riders would bring the bike in, the crew 
would work on it, then send them back 
out only to have the rider pull in again a 
lap or two later. This went on for an 
agonizing.15 or 20 minutes before an 
ignition coil was finally replaced. By the 
time the problem was fixed, Team 
Kinko's was way back in 15th place. 
Kinko's Batey and Tom Wilson worked 
their way back up to eighth by the fin- 
ish. 

Team Suzuki switched to full rain 
tires in the third hour and Hall took 
back the lead for good. 

In the closing minutes of the race, 
Szarek closed the gap with an outstand- 
ing come-from-behind attempt by Vir- 
ginia Breeze. When Team Suzuki's Mar- 
tin came out of the pits for the final stint, 
Virginia Breeze was 50 seconds behind 
the leaders. Szarek pulled to within 30 
seconds before stabilizing in the last 15 
minutes of the race. 

Team Pearls Suzuki rode steadily 
along, taking advantage of the other 
teams mishaps, and moved into the top 
three overall in the last hour. Team 
Pearls finished the season as Medi- 
umweight Superbike Champions and an 
outstanding third overall in the series. 

Northern Boys Racing won convinc- 
ingly over Nicholson's Ann Arbor in the 
Mediumweight Production class. 
Nicholson's second-place finish was 
good enough, though. The team of Dave 
Bloom and Steve Kok won the class title. 

TBA Racing won the Heavyweight 
Production race over Force Racing. Red 
Hot Racing finished third to edge out 
Force for the title. ex

onship I've ever earned," stated 

Randy Hawkins as he accepted 
the first-overall trophy at the awards pre- 
sentation, just hours after clinching his 
fifth National title. ^I kind of took Steve 
Hatch under my wing a couple years 
back, and I think maybe I taught him a lit- 
tle too good!" 

The Delaware Enduro Riders' 30th 
Annual Delaware National Enduro had 
all the trappings of a classic showdown. 
Take a four-time, defending champion, 
add an aggressive up-start teammate, 
throw in a slim difference in the point 
standings and several AA counterparts 
who have nothing to lose and prestigious 
contracts to gain; mix them all with 
adverse weather conditions into the final 
event on the '93 calendar, and the result is 
a script-writer's dream. 

The two Suzuki riders - both of whom 
had already earned three wins on the sea- 
son - battled over the top honors until a 
lucky mistake on the part of the defend- 
ing champ helped earn him the overall 
win, along with the title. Hatch was just 
two points off Hawkins' winning 39- 
point tally, and claiming the third spot 
was a surprisingly rejuvenated Jeff Rus- 
sell; the former champion and factory 
KTM rider put his disappointing, injury- 
riddled season behind him and kept the 
two title contenders honest. Rounding 
out the top four was the East Coast 
Enduro Association's current points 
leader, Team Green's Michael Lafferty,

who successfully matched 
the hectic pace set by the 
seasoned series regulars. 

Before the enduro, Hatch 
knew that in order to win 
the title he had to score the 
win and hope that someone 
else finished between he and Hawkins, 
his teammate and mentor. But first and 
foremost in the minds of the more than 
400 competitors was the rain - which had 
been falling in near-torrential amounts for 
the past 24 hours and wasn't about to let 
up - and the notorious reputation of the 
clay-based, tractionless soil that made up 
most of the 120-mile course. The club had 
already overcome a much bigger problem 
a few weeks prior to their Halloween 
Sunday event date, when their mostly 
completed course was the unlucky victim 
of an unusual weather condition. 

"About three weeks ago, we had the 
unfortunate luck of having a tornado 
touch down around here, which more or 
less devastated the wooded sections of 
our enduro," said trail boss Charles Sta- 
pleford. “I’ve got to hand it to my guys in 
the club; they've worked almost non-stop 
to groom this course back into the condi-

tion that's expected of a national-caliber 
event. The course was in perfect condi- 
tion prior to all this rain, but I'm very 
confident that we won't have to re-route 
too much (of the trail).” 

For the first time in nearly 10 years, 
the enduro also featured a new start loca- 
tion, moving away from the Gloryland 
Park area and putting the many riders on 
"equal terms." 

"Although we parted on good terms 
and still were allowed access to some of 
the land over there, a development pro- 
ject was the reason we had to find anoth- 
er starting area," explained Stapleford. 
“We searched for another prime area that 
could accommodate the number of riders 
that we draw to this event, and set‘led on 
this site, which is headquarters for the 
Delaware National Guard. The people in 
charge here have been very responsive to 
our needs and by starting here, it allowed 
me to add some entirely new sections. 
I've reversed the direction of the course, 
gotten more land usage from the few 
landowners we deal with around here, 
and cut some trail through a totally new 
phragmites reed section near the end of 
the event." 


Hawkins started on minute 22, with 
Hatch just four minutes back on the 
26th row. After all the AA competitors 
zeroed the first check, the real action 
started when Hatch took command of 
the situation and bested his senior team 
member, as well as everyone else, 
through the first special test. The sec- 
tion included some tight wooded trail 
and a phragmites reed section, and 
Hatch dropped just six points. 
Hawkins, Russell, Lafferty and Suzuki 
support rider Chris Smith all dropped 
seven, which meant the ball was in 
Hatch's court. 

Hatch carried his advantage through 
the next two back-to-back tests, dropping 
three points in each of them and carrying 
his momentum into the first gas stop. 
Only Smith and Hawkins were able to 
match Hatch's six points in the second 
and third tests, as both Lafferty and Rus- 








sell fell temporarily by the wayside with 
scores of 9 and 7, respectively. 

One rider who was writing another 
chapter in his "Delaware Curse" memoirs 
was Team Husqvarna's Kevin Hines, who 
was suffering with mechanical problems. 

“I had the rear brake caliper fall off 
about half a mile into the third section," 
said Hines. ^I could feel the brake stick- 
ing earlier in the second section and I 
didn't know if the bolts were working 
loose or the pins were shearing off. After 
it finally broke away, I had to stop ànd 
remove it, which caused me to drop more 
time than necessary in that particular sec- 
tion." 

Looking over the contestants' score 
cards at the first gas revealed that Hatch 
enjoyed a one-point advantage over both 
Smith and Hawkins, while Russell was 
only two points off the leader's pace. 

Once back underway, the riders were 
aimed in the direction of the technical 
"Sluice" section, and all of the top riders 
zeroed the subsequent check. Most of 
them also zeroed the next section, though 
Smith burned it. The next check's crafty 
placement claimed several riders, includ- 
ing Hatch, Hawkins, Hines, Smith and 
KTM riders Kelby Pepper and Alan 
Randt, who all came in early. Russell, 
Michael Lafferty and his brother Jack, 
however, stayed honest and snuck 
through with zeroes, moving Russell 
even with Hatch at 14 points. `~, 
™ E The following test was in the 

only section of trail that the club 
had to re-route because of the 
rainy weather, and it also 
turned out to be the turning 
point of the event. Hawkins 
used what was actually a mis- 
take on his part to his advan- 
tage, dropping just one point at 
the check-out while his closest 
adversaries, Hatch and Russell, 
both dropped four. 

“At the last minute, the club 
added a three-minute reset right 
before the test, so it wasn't on 
the roll chart,” said Hawkins. “1 
didn’t see the sign and I blew 
right by it, but luckily there 
wasn't a check-in to the special 
test. That's where I got three 
points on them." 

“Randy had some luck fall 
his way when he missed a reset 
into that re-routed section," said 
Hatch. “He could have burned 
the section if there was a check- 
in, because he was wicked early 
going into it, but he managed to 
get away with dropping only a 
point in there, while I hesitated 
and paid for it by dropping 
four. That was basically the race, 
but we were pretty close any- 
way." 

In a prime example of the 
unpredictability that makes 
enduros what they are, the 

entire season rested on Hawkins and 
Hatch's actions at the reset. Had Hatch 
ignored, or missed, the reset and tied 
Hawkins' score at the check-out, he 
would have eventually scored the overall 
win in the enduro, by one point, but 
Hawkins would have finished second 
and still secured the championship. How- 
ever, had there been a check-in after the 
reset, Hawkins would have burned it and 
finished back in the pack, literally hand- 
ing the title to his teammate. 

"Earlier this year I got burned when I 
didn't see a reset, so I was really careful to 
notice that one today," laughed Hatch. "I 
guess from now on, when I get to a reset I 
should just decide whether or not to pay 
attention to it." 

Hatch and Russell's alert riding put 
them both two points behind Hawkins on 
total scores, after the test, and Hawkins 
carried his lead into and through the next 








special test, bringing him to the second 
gas stop with his two-point lead still 
intact. 

At the gas stop, a flurry of activity saw 
all the leaders exchanging their worn rear 
tires for fresh rubber, as each attempted 
to gain any possible advantage on his 
rivals. After swapping brake pads, refuel- 
ing and cleaning off the mud-packed 
radiators, the riders ventured out for their 
third and final loop. Hatch and Hawkins, 
blistered through the next pair of tests, 
each dropping a 14 points to Russell's 16. 

Hines’ bad luck continued when his 
bike lost its coolant due to a faulty head 
gasket and locked up, ending his day pre- 
maturely. 

In the next special test, which was 
immediately followed by another, 
Hawkins nearly gave a minute back to 
Hatch, stopping the clocks just seconds 
away from a four at 3:56. Hatch got his 
revenge and moved to within one point 
of the lead by dropping five in the next 
section, while Hawkins posted a six. But 
Hawkins gained the point back by zero- 
ing the new phragmites reed section near 
the finish, while his challenger was a 
minute late. 

An obviously relieved Hawkins 
claimed his fifth championship, but his 
protege showed that he will truly be a 
force to reckon with next season. In only 
his third year as a nationally ranked AA 
competitor, Hatch has climbed the 
enduro rider's ladder of success in a rela- 
tively short time, and looks poised to con- 
tinue upwards. 

“I had a couple of little problems 
throughout the day where I made some 
mistakes, but I wasn't the only one," 
said the Suzuki/MSR/Scott/Metzeler/ 
Braking/RK/Bel-Ray / Technosel/ 
100%/Exceed/Pro-Taper/ 
Asics/ICO/Moose/Bieffe/ Factory Con- 
nection-sponsored Hawkins. “I think 
everyone suffered a little bit today. I got 
off pretty good in the morning, but 
burned that seventh check and just 
couldn’t get rolling in that long section 





after the second gas. In the conditions we 
raced in today where you constantly feel 
you're not going too good, you've got to 
remember that everyone else is racing in 
those same conditions, so you never give 
up. Despite the weather, this was one of 
the best races we competed in this year; 
these guys put on a national-caliber race 
that was challenging enough to test the 
riders and decide a championship." 

"I'm just happy to move my national 
ranking from fifth place last year, to the 
second I got today," said Hatch. "I had a 
Bark Buster work loose in the morning 
section, which hampered my riding 
because it would jam against my leg 
every time that I turned into a corner, so I 
had to stop and take that off. I would beat 
Randy through a section and then he 
would beat me back in the next section, 
so it was back and forth nearly all day, 
which makes it fun. We all knew that the 
club would put on a great race and I 
don't think any of us were disappointed. 
It was a perfect end to the season because 
instead of a couple of special tests decid- 
ing the overall outcome, it was nearly the 
entire day of racing, which resulted in the 
high scores. I was a little worried that we 
would have to face some bottlenecks 
because of the weather earlier in the day, 
but that problem never materialized, 
thankfully." 

“I fell a few times because of the slip- 
pery conditions out there, but I was 
happy overall with my riding today," 
exclaimed third-overall finisher Russell. 
"| had a rock jam into my chain, which 
caused it to lock up the motorcycle, and I 
actually thought that it had seized. I was 
on a downhill when it happened, which 
added to my misery because I couldn't 
get the rock out of the chain until I 
dragged the bike to the bottom. Steve 
managed to catch me while I was work- 
ing on it, which shows you just how long 
it took to fix. (Hatch started three minutes 
behind Russell).

race at this event is that you have to 
think; Charlie loves to put in those tricky 
checks that are just over a hill or hidden 
behind something, so there are no easy 
checks and you have to work for every- 
thing you get. It would be nice if all the 
national enduros were like this.” 

Fourth overall was grabbed by 
Michael Lafferty. “I had a really good 
day,” said the 18-year-old from New Jer- 
sey. “I had a little problem with those 
phragmites reeds earlier today. I was a lit- 
tle intimidated by them because they're 
so slippery, but I guess the secret to rid- 
ing in that stuff is just hold it wide open 
like Hatch and Hawkins do. Those guys 
are absolutely phenomenal, so I was glad 
that I was just able to stay in contention 
throughout the day. Those guys go hard 
from beginning to end, so I had to pace 
myself a little.” 

KTM rider Kelby Pepper may not 
have been happy with his fifth-place fin- 
ish, but it 
did secure 





his third-place in the final standings for 
the second-straight year. 

“I had a very bad morning because I 
had a lot of problems with my glasses 
fogging up and I could barely see any- 
thing,” said the quiet rider from Col- 
orado. “I ended up taking them off, and 
I’m near-sighted, so I couldn’t really 
make things out until I was on top of 
them, which was too late. I was able to 
use them after the first gas, once the 
morning mist went away and it started to 
dry up a little. It was a tough day because 
we don’t get much rain back home in 
Colorado, so I really don’t get to practice 
riding in slick muddy conditions like we 
had here today.” — — EN.

ago, few could predict that he would ever surpass 
Terry Cunningham's total of four National Enduro 
Championships. But with his win in Delaware, Randy 
Hawkins has done just that, and now holds sole posses- 
sion of third place in the record books; the only riders 
with more crowns are Dick Burleson, with eight, and Bill 
Baird, who has seven. 

We had a chance to get Hawkins’ feelings following 
his title-earning win. 

Randy, was this your toughest championship yet? 

Definitely. This particular season has had the most 
competition since I’ve been racing the nationals. Out of 
all of us, Steve (Hatch) is the one who really picked up 
the pace. Kelby Pepper has as well, but not as much as 
Steve has. I think Kevin (Hines), Jeff (Russell) and myself 
have basically stayed the same, so we've got our work 
cut out for us next year, that’s for sure. 

Did you ever figure Steve would give you such stiff 
competition this year? i 

Yeah, pretty much the whole year I figured Steve 
would be the guy I'd have to beat in order to retain my 
championship. He showed the speed at the end of last 
year to where I knew he would be a threat to me this 
year. I also thought Jeff Russell would've been a problem 
for me as well, but once he got hurt I realized it was 
between Steve and myself for the title. 

What do you think about having Steve as a team- 
mate? : 

I think it’s great! Steve’s presence on the team has 
been very beneficial for us both, in terms of motivating 
me and just plain hanging out together. He's definitely 
the new blood in the National Enduro competition, so 
I'm glad we have him on our side, and I wouldn't 
wart any other person on the national circuit other than 
him as a teammate. :

Kevin Hines, your teammate at the time. As was the 
case this year, it all came down to the final round, and 
it’s been said that there was some bad blood between 
you two at the time.

He's done a lot for me that many 
people don't realize, like showing me the ropes when I 
first started out in national competition and carrying me 
through that. He's shown me a lot and I owe much of my 
success to him, for taking the time and helping me 
through those early years. I don't have any bad feelings 


against Kevin and still consider him one of my best 


eager to listen to what I have to say and is always asking 
me questions. He's willing to learn and he tries. It's sort 
of like deja vu in that I'm the veteran showing the ropes 
to the new up-and-comer, so I hope that when I'm off the 
pace, Steve will be there to carry onwards for Suzuki. 

What motivates you year after year? 

I just love to ride. When it starts to be a chore and 
begins to feel like a job, I'll quit and do something else 
like play golf. The people associated with this particular 
sport are, in my opinion, the best group in all of off-road 
competition. The camaraderie with my teammate also 
helps me stay with it, because I like how we push each 
other and still remain good friends. 

Now that you've got five titles, are you shooting for 
Dick Burleson's record of eight? 

No, that record will never be broken, because of the 
competition now and the amount of races we compete 
in. I'm happy right now to be third on the all-time win 
list. 


Your mechanic Dale Stegal has been a mainstay in 
your camp since the beginning of your career. How 
instrumental has be been in your success? 

Basically, I wouldn't be where I am in this sport if it 
wasn't for Dale. He deserves much more credit than I do. 
He's my best friend; he motivates me; he tells me to pick 
the pace up at a race and will pat me on the back or criti- 
cize me when I need it. The reason for my five champi- 
onships is Dale Stegal, without a doubt. 

How long do you think it'll be before you decide to 
hang your boots up and retire? 

Well, I don't know about hanging my boots up. Each 
year something else comes up. I seem to be getting more 
into the advertising part for Suzuki and I've done some 
promotional work in Japan and the Dominican Republic, 
and it was really fun. 1 don't think 111 totally retire from 
riding, but I may just drift more into that spectrum of the 
business. Hey, I’ve been competing in National Enduros 
since 1983, so that's quite a few years. I've dedicated ту 
life and garnered up some pretty good results, so I have — 
nothing to be ashamed of, but when it’s time to step 
down, I'd like to doit gracefully and move on, ——

Andrews again 
at High Point

MT. MORRIS, PA. OCT. 31. 
ewly-crowned Grand National 
Cross Country Champion Fred 
Andrews wasted no time in prov- 
ing that he deserved the numver one 
plate by winning the High Point GNCC 
on Halloween. The 27-year old from 
Salem, Ohio, paddled through three 
hours of mud, sleet and snow on his way 
to his fourth overall win of the 1993 
series. Team Green’s Doug Blackwell 
and Andrews’ Yamaha teammate Jan 
Hrehor rounded out the top three over- 
all in what many of the competitors felt 
was the toughest race of the season. 
“That was my statement race today,” 
said Andrews after the miserable run 
was over. “I wanted to show everyone 
what I'm capable of. It was crummy, 
crappy weather and I didn't have to 
come but I wanted to go out and win. I 








was hoping Scott Summers would be 
here so we could have a nice race togeth- 
er but I guess he decided he doesn't 
need to come anymore since he can't win 
the title." 

Andrews and the absent Summers 
have had bad blood between one anoth- 
er for most of the season, culminating in 
the previous round's on-track run-in that 
left Summers without rear brakes and 
Andrews with his first off-road champi- 
onship. 

Pennsylvania's Jeff Lauth, the 200cc A 
class winner, scored a career-high fourth 
overall and Craig Jones, the 200cc A 
class series points leader, finished fifth 
overall. 

An unexpected snow storm hit the 
southwestern Pennsylvania track the 
morning of the event and made for 
extreme conditions all day long. The 7.5 
miles per lap course was saturated and 
muddy, and the riders quickly became 
cold and wet. The attrition rate was the 
highest in recent series history. 





"This was the muddiest race ever for 
me," said Andrews. "Motocross, cross 
country, whatever. If this would have 
been a pro motocross race, evéryone 
would have been at the riders meeting 
crying and whining about the condi- 
tions; they might not even have had it. 
When you come to this race you'd better 
be ready to ride come hell or high 
water." Ironically, the 1993 GNCC Series 
saw its first-ever race cancellation when 
"Blizzard of '93" made it impossible to 
get into the Dallas Ricker Complex in 
Tennessee, in March. 

“You could hardly see out there," 
said Team Husqvarna's Duane Conner. 
"]f you got behind someone they would 
throw so.much mud and water back in 
your face that you'd lose your goggles 
right away. Then the snow and water 
got in your eyes and it was a lot to deal 
with." 

Series organizer Dave Coombs 
entered the event in the Super Senior 
+50 class but carried a radio on his belt 
to let the referee and course marshals 
know of any course changes that may be 
required due to the adverse conditions. 
The first reroute was called in from a 
steep uphill near a power line, which 
had became impassable halfway through 
the first lap of the race. The Andrews 
crew carried their own walkie-talkies, 
passing information about trouble spots 
and the condition of their rider's bur- 
bling engine back to the pit crew. 
Andrews himself was not wired to any- 
one. 

Andrews' day didn't start out great 
as his bike failed to ignite in the 
moments leading up the start of the race. 
After 15 or 20 kicks he finally got the 
cold Yamaha running, just in time to 
shut it back down for the dead-engine 
start. Andrews had much less trouble 
getting his machine started when the ref- 
eree's green flag flew but the holeshot 
nonetheless went to the Kawasaki of 
Blackwell. 

“At first there was a lot of traction out 
there, which surprised me, but then the 
track deteriorated quickly because of the 
rain and snow," said Andrews, who is 
backed by Yamaha, Pro-Circuit, Smith, 
Answer and Andrews Racing. "There 
was water running down the middle of 
every hill because of the weather. The 
lines changed every lap; they even had 
to cut out some of the hills. It was 
rugged all right.” Andrews stopped in 
his pit area while leading after one lap to 
let his people know that his bike was still 
breaking up badly. 

“I passed Blackwell in the second cor- 
ner but then on the next hill the bike 
started sputtering again and it didn't 
stop the whole race," said Andrews. "I 
don't know if I got water in the gas or 
something like that but the sputter never 
stopped." 

Plessinger lost a couple of spots when 
he stopped in his own pit area for gog- 
gles after a lap, allowing Conner and 
Hrehor to go past him. Many felt that 
Plessinger, the defending AMA National 
Hare Scrambles Champion, was a shoe- 
in to win such a muddy race. But the 








KTM factory pilot quit the race after the 
third of seven laps. 

“T hate to quit muddy races but this 
one is beyond muddy!” said Plessinger 
as he pulled his helmet off under the 
canopy he was sharing with Conner. “It 
was the kind of mud that’s wet and slip- 
pery to ride on but heavy and tacky 
enough to get you stuck. I stopped for 
goggles after the first lap, but I didn’t 
stop after the second and I think that’s 
what made me want to quit. I didn’t 
want to stop because I was right behind 
Andrews and Blackwell and I didn’t 
want to lose them. I tried to keep going 
but my goggles were covered up (with 
mud). I took them off so I could see in 
the woods but when we got into the 
fields it was snowing so hard I couldn't 
see where I was going.” 

Plessinger also tried “hot grips” to 
compete with the cold but it didn’t help 
enough. “The tips of my fingers were 
numb the whole time,” added 
Plessinger. “It was misery.” 

“1 can ride in the mud better than 
some people might think,” said 
Andrews. “I was out front and I knew 
that Scott (Plessinger) and Tom Norton 
had to ride harder because they were 
behind me and had to catch up. I just 
tried to ride smooth and keep the bike 
going.” 

Andrews held a lead of about 10 sec- 
onds on Blackwell at the completion of 
the second lap. Conner was able to pass 
Norton at the end of the second lap 
when Norton, struggling on the Kawasa- 
ki KX125, stopped for clean goggles. 
Andrews also stopped, but the pit areas 
of Norton and Blackwell were near 
another part of the course, separated by 
one mile of trail. After Andrews depart- 
ed, members of his crew began asking 
around for a “dry gas” additive, which 
they felt would help solve his worsening 
bog. 

S bbs started strong," said Black- 
well, a 22-year old West Virginian. "He 
tried to pull out from us right away and 
I guess he just kept going from there. I 
tried to keep him in sight but he was 
going really good." Blackwell said that 
he only fell once during the entire run, 
slipping at the top of a short climb near 
the end of the race. "I was getting tired 
and a little frustrated. You couldn't real- 
ly pick a line through the woods. You 
just had to drop your wheels in a rut and 
go with it. It's a lot harder on your legs 
that way." 

"You couldn't see the roots or stumps 
most of the time," said Conner, who also 
dropped out before the completion of 
the two hours plus one lap long event. “I 
dressed for the occasion with Cortex 
gloves and everything, so I was warm 
out there but I hit a rock and my chain 
derailed. I lost a lap trying to get going 
again so I just called it a day. I didn't 
want to beat the bike up too much 
because I have to get it ready to go to 
Arizona for the last hare scrambles 
national by Tuesday; there was really no 
point in going on." Norton also dropped 
out after the third lap. 

With two and one half laps to go, a 
report on the radios passed the news 
that Blackwell had managed to trim 
Andrews lead all the way down to 20 
seconds, but by the time the riders 
arrived at the scoring barrels - and the 
two-lap board - Andrews' lead time had 
risen back above one minute. He ulti- 
mately won the race by one minute, 11 
seconds. Blackwell was another minute 
and one half ahead of Hrehor, who 
checked in eleven minutes clear of Lauth 
and Jones. 

“The vision thing was tougher to deal 
with than cold hands," said Andrews 
while warming up in his van after the 
race. ^I can handle having my hands get 
cold but as soon as you can't see you 





have to slow down. As soon as you took 
your goggles off you couldn't see 
because of the snow." 

^Goggles just didn't work today," 
said Blackwell, who persevered for 
another second overall, his second in the 
last three rounds of the series. “I tried a 
new pair every lap but they would just 
get wet and slippery again in no time. 
Believe me, it was as bad as it looks," 
added Blackwell of the difficulty factor. 
"There were a lot of deep ruts and stuff 
out there. In some places we were dig- 
ging down to the dry ground but then it 
would snow some more and it would be 
bad all over again." 

“Actually, I do not think that it was as 
bad as it looked today," said Hrehor, a 
native of Eastern Europe who now lives 
in South Carolina. “The biggest problem 
for me was the cold, not the mud. My 
fingers were so cold I could not hold the 
bike for one hour of the race. I changed 
goggles every lap which helped. I got 
stuck a few times, I crashed a few times. 
Third is not too good, but not too bad." 

"Brand new brakes, brand new tires, 
brand new chain and sprockets and it's 
all worn it," said Gene O'Nail, the 
defending 250cc A class series champion. 
"]t was just plain bad out there. I 
couldn't even stay on the seat at the end. 
This was no race for a beginner but I felt 
like a beginner out there!" Tenth overall, 
O'Nail finished behind Andrews Racing 
rider Todd Morain (sixth overall) and 
Brian Keegan (ninth overall) in the 250cc 
A class. 

The top Vet A on the day was Tim 
Shephard, who also crossed the finish 
line as the seventh-best rider in the over- 
all field. Pennsylvania's own Ron Paler- 
mo survived the course to win the Open 
A class while Ohio's Gary Roach was 
tops in the Four-Stroke A category. 
Long-time area woods racer Joe Lojak 
was the champion of the Senior A +40 
class. єх

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RACER TE ST Scott Russell's Muzzy Kawasaki ZXR750R Superbike

bike title contenders head- 

ed towards a High Noon 
shootout South of the Border, down 
Mexico way, there was a feeling in the 
superbike world - even among some 
Ducati fans - that it was Kawasaki's turn 
to win four-stroke racing's ultimate 
honor. A little overdue, perhaps - but 
also just in time, before Honda's return 
to the superbike arena next season with 
the fuel-injected RC45, and the rules of 
the game are changed... 

It's appropriate that it should be 
Kawasaki who has produced the ulti- 
mate four-cylinder UJM (Universal 
Japanese Motorcycle) of the carburetted 
era, which stretches back over the past 


\ s the 1993 World Super- 


quarter-century, ever since Honda - once 
again - introduced the new order with 
the debut of the CB750. For it was 
Kawasaki who shocked the world by 
pulling out of 500cc GP racing exactly a 
decade ago after some promising results 
with their avant-garde KR500 in the 
hands of Kork Ballington and Gregg 
Hansford. The official reason, it says on 
the 10-year-old press release, was “to 
concentrate our company’s efforts on 
competing in the future with motorcy- 
cles that are closely based on the models 
we sell to our customers for the street.” 
The ZXR750, with two World 
Endurance titles and now the World 
Superbike crown under its wheels in the 








past three years, would appear to have 
fulfilled that objective perfectly. 

It took a shake-up in Kawasaki's 
World Superbike effort to accomplish 
this. Aussie veteran Rob Phillis had 
come close to the crown in the past two 
seasons - but without cigar. So this year, 
he was pensioned off Down Under and 
replaced by AMA Superbike National 
Champion Scott Russell for his first full 
season of racing outside America, in a 
reshaped team that saw Kawasaki's Aus- 
tralian-based World Superbike operation 
absorbed by their title-winning AMA 


team, under the overall control of Green- 
bike guru Rob Muzzy. Aussie team boss 
Peter Doyle would serve as manager of 
the combined setup, and Kiwi Aaron 
Slight was the team’s second rider. 

With the equation completed by fur- 
ther development on the ZXR in Japan, 
and by the team to produce a bike which 
now clearly has the measure of the all- 
conquering Ducati twins at world level, 
the refocused Kawasaki effort has 
achieved everything that could be 
expected of it. All concerned have deliv- 
ered consistent results, where Ducati’s 
lead riders have failed to do so. 

To win the title, Kawasaki came up 
with a new chassis for the ZXR750 


Superbike, a package that is closely 
based on their World Endurance-title- 
winning ZXR-7 F1, with an intake 
snorkel for the pressurized airbox 
enclosing the 39mm Keihin flats)*des cut 
into the front left spar of the frame. This 
is stiffer than the ‘92 version, thanks to 
increased wall thickness of the alumini- 
um used for the main spars, as well as 
having a stiffer swingarm, with a cast 


section around the pivot area, which is 
now adjustable for location like on 
Phillis’s ‘92 works bike. Basically, 
Kawasaki took a leaf out of the Ducati 
book and built an outright four-stroke 
GP bike that could be homologated for 
the street - improved according to their 
previous year’s racing experience - 
thereby benefiting the guys who ulti- 
mately bankroll all this, their street-rid- 
ing customers. 

The same applies to the engine, only 
in spades: “There isn’t a single part in 
Scott Russell’s motor that you can’t buy 
from a Kawasaki dealer,” Muzzy said. 
“Our motors are fitted with the ‘93 ZXR 
customer race kit, which basically repli- 










cates the specs we ran the works bikes in 
last season. The trick is knowing how to 
put it all together, and set it up right.” 
Judging by our test session on Scott 
Russell’s racer at the fast, sweepy 
Zeltweg track in Austria, the Muzzy 
team certainly know how to do that. 
This bike is intimidatingly fast to ride; a 
breathtakingly powerful motorcycle that 
seems much more closely related to the

GP world than its more street-derived, 
Rob Phillis-ridden predecessor that we 
tested at the same track a year ago. 

Part of this may be due to the differ- 
ence in rider choice for the way it's set 
up, but the rest comes from empirical 
development of an existing design that, 
in fact, results in a race bike that seems 
radically different in terms of both 
engine and chassis behavior from its 
immediate forerunner. Though very dif- 
ferent from its Ducati rival in obvious 


























ways, in fact the two are very similar 
under the surface: so explosively fast on 
acceleration, you feel your arms yanking 
out of their sockets if you twist the wrist 
before you’ve tucked down behind the 
screen; so dauntingly muscular yet so 
fast to steer into turns that you might 
think you were on a 500cc GP bike, if not 
for the howl of the four-stroke four or 
the thunder of the desmo twin; and so 
incredibly hard-stopping, with the effec- 
tive carbon brakes that make you think 
you’ve run into an invisible wall - two 
means to accomplish the same objective, 
two benchmarks in four-stroke motorcy- 
cle evolution. 

But only one winner. While Ducati, 
with Giancarlo Falappa in the first half 
of the season and with Carl Fogarty in 
the second, won more battles, Kawasaki 
looks set to win the war. 

“Basically, we refined our good 
points, took care of the bad ones and put 
a real good package together,” Peter 
Doyle said. “The major change was 
using Dunlop tires, which of course 
Team Muzzy had used in the USA 
before, but not for a full World Champi- 
onship season. For those of us from the 
TKA team, it meant big changes in terms 
of ride height and suspension setup 
coming from Michelins, and though the 
basic chassis geometry is the same, the 
setup is very different from last year, as 
well as very different for each rider. 
Scott likes to power slide the bike, so we 
use soft rear shock settings for him, 
whereas Aaron doesn't like the wide, 
sweeping cornering style; he brakes 
deep into the apex, squares it off and 
powers out, so we need a stiffer rear end 
for him. The fact that the chassis can be 
adapted to suit either rider’s style shows 
it’s basically very good.” 

A multi-adjustable streetbike chassis 
is an inevitable spin-off from superbike 
racing, but while the team does experi- 
ment a bit with the adjustable swingarm 
pivot, Doyle says they usually come 
back to the original settings. More likely 
to be altered from one circuit to another 
is the rising rate ratio on the rear Ohlins 
shock, which can be changed by fitting a 
different one of the several different 
links they've now developed. 

"Basically, we're looking for trac- 
tion," Doyle said. "To get it to drive bet- 
ter out of turns and, when it does start 
sliding, to do it controllably." 

Yes, but this also means that tire 
choice for a meaty, powerful (150 hp at 
the gearbox at 13,800 rpm - up 5 hp from 
'92), heavy (365.5 pounds, right on the 








353-pound superbike 
weight limit), wheel-spin- 
ning megabike like this 
must be extremely criti- 
cal, especially on a tight 
track with many slow 
turns. Guess right, you 
might win, but guess 
wrong and you lose. 

Having lived with the 
ZXR750 for what is now 
some years, and to 
understand it so well, 
both Russell and Slight 
have a head start at get- 
ting it right, with the help 
of Dunlop's technicians. 
But Scott still wasn't 
happy with the tires 
available in the first part 
of the season, until Dun- 
lop started to get on top 
of the problem. 

I had to get on top of 
another kind of problem 
at Zeltweg - how to stay 
in charge of a bike that at 
first felt disturbingly 
unstable in a straight line, 
downright twitchy laying 
into a turn, and insisted 
on reaching for the stars 
pattering out of Zeltweg's 
only slow corner, the chi- 
cane. I knew they'd 
changed the setup some- 
what from last year's 
Phillis bike, but I wasn't 
expecting to find a 500cc 
GP racer masquerading 
as a Superbike. For a 
start, the riding position 
is different - on the new 
'93 frame, the fuel tank is 
shorter and wider, mov- 
ing the rider's weight for- 
ward to load up the front 
end, at the expense of a 
sense of increased bulk. 
The new-type ultra-trick 
(and ultra-costly) 46mm 
Ohlins forks, gold-plated 
not because of their price 
tag but because of the 
TINOL titanium oxide 
coating which reduces 
friction and wear, as well 
as eliminating rock dam- 
age, are set at the same 
24.5-degree head angle as 
the stock chassis, but this 
angle has been effectively 
steepened by substantial- 
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. Front brakes............. 


(Left) Tester Alan 
Cathcart puts the 
ZXR750R through its 
paces at the Zeltweg 
Circuit in Austria.

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ly raising the rear ride height. At the 
same time, wider fork offsets are 
employed to reduce the trail from last 
year’s kicked- out 108mm to a quicker- 
steering 102mm, which combined with 
the narrow head angle and accentuated 
front end weight bias (up to 55/45% on 
Russell’s bike, compared to 52/45% on 
Phillis's), delivers a bike that takes quite 
a bit of coming to terms with. 

It’s intimidating - that word again! - 
at first, until you eventually figure out 
-that everything is done for a purpose, 
and the only way to make the Kawasaki 
respond is to get on top of it and show 
who's in charge. This is a bike that has to 
be ridden very forcefully - a Ducati is 
much less physical, by comparison - but 
which delivers the goods if you do. I’m 
no Superbike superman, but the 1:57 lap 
which Fred Merkel's watch had me lap- 
ping Zeltweg on the Russell ZXR would 
have been good enough for the top 30 in 
qualifying for the World Superbike 
round the day before - some indication 
of its miraculous powers. 

This only happened after I convinced 
myself that it was safe to ignore those 
speed wobbles up the hill from the chi- 
cane. If I hit one of the bumps in the 
track at speed (my speed compared to 
Scott's speed), the front wheel chatter 
over the ripples on the off-camber down- 
hill left-hander after the Bosch Kurve, 
wasn't anything to get nervous about. 

Mr. Russell was watching from that 
very spot, having cycled up the hill on 
his brand-new tricked-out mountain 
bike. "Yeah, same thing happened to me 
in the dry there," he consoled. "Maybe a 
suspension problem, or it could of been 
the tire - either one. But those new Ohlins 
forks work really smooth most anywhere 
else, plus that they're stiffer, being thick- 
er than the old ones; they work good 
under the new brakes we have this year." 

Ah yes, Scott, the brakes, thanks for 
reminding me. And what brakes: per- 
sonal milestone time - simply the best. I 
have never ridden a bike, even a factory 
500 GP racer, which had such absolutely 
mind-blowing stopping power at your 
disposal as the Muzzy Kawasaki has this 
year with the latest 310mm carbon 
Nissin discs, and the new six-piston 
Nissin calipers. The best brakes I've ever 


' used on a motorcycle, they deliver the 


ability for the ZXR to wait it out going 
into corners with a 44-pound lighter 
Ducati V-twin, yet have remarkable sen- 
sitivity, allowing you to caress the lever 
like with metal discs, to knock off a little 
cornering speed if you enter a turn too

enthusiastically, or need to change line 
to avoid a slower bike. It's noticeable 
that unlike other users of black brakes, 
the Muzzy bikes always run shrouds on 
both fast and slow tracks, in hot or cool 
weather, presumably ensuring a con- 
stant braking performance with no ele- 
ment of fluctuation. 

Russell sets the lever close to the bar 
at rest, but then as you heat the brakes 
up the first half lap, the lever fattens out 
- and then stays there, without any of the 
variable servo-type effect of other carbon 
systems. And though the six-piston 
calipers give a fierce bite when needed, 
they also have that low-pressure sensi- 
tivity, perhaps because of the differential 
size of each set of pistons - the best. 

Though the new Ohlins forks will 
allow you to brake quite hard on the 
lean, I wasn't about to find out the hard 
way just how close they'll come to the 
Bimota Tesi standard, so I ended up car- 
rying quite a lot of corner speed into 
some of the turns. That's where the 
Muzzy ZXR's geometry starts to tell: 
instead of the more ponderous steering 
of the Phillis bike (which even in 
improved form last season was a lot 
more of an effort to lift from side to side 
in the Zeltweg chicane), the Russell bike 
changes direction extremely well for a 
big in-line four. Yet once you get used to 
the change in geometry, it's actually not 
as radical as it seems at first, it allows 
you to take wide, sweeping lines around 
Zeltweg's fast curves without the front 
wheel feeling it wants to tuck under. Hit 
a bump on the lean, and it does start to 
shake its head a little at times, probably 
a function of having quite a lot of weight 
up high, but generally the steering is 





neutral, and notably lighter than before. 
The extra weight on the front wheel 
helps maximize grip as you turn into a 
corner - at a price that perhaps you pay 
on the way out. 

Even I, at a reduced pace, found that - 
yes sir, the ZXR likes to spin the tire and 
play tunes on the exhaust note as you 
switch on the power out of the chicane. 
At first I thought this, and the speed 
wobble that sometimes appeared up the 
next sort-of straight, might be due to the 
suspension being too soft for my extra 
weight. But it turns out I'm only a cou- 
ple of pounds heavier than Russell, so 
that's not the reason. Fact is, this is just 
an extremely potent, accelerative motor- 
cycle that motors out of turns like it's 
been fired from a rocket-launcher, and 
getting a tire and suspension setup to 
cope must be a constant challenge. 

I know riding it certainly is - and tir- 
ing mentally, as well as physically. Rus- 
sell must be a very fit man - and Aaron 
Slight, too - in more ways than one. Inter- 
esting, by the way, that the team uses a 
big 6.25-inch rear wheel, whereas last 
season Phillis found that using a smaller 
5.75-inch rim (with Michelin tires, of 
course) definitely gave better traction. 

The guilty party in all this is that so- 
potent Muzzy motor, which not only has 
a notably even more linear power deliv- 
ery from 8000 rpm upwards than before, 
it revs even more freely than last year's 
bike did. That leads you to attack the 
14,200 rpm rev-limiter as a matter of 
course, and though there isn't the kick in 
the power delivery there used to be from 
about 12,000 rpm up, the constant build 
of power up to the 13,800 rpm peak 
means you need to try to keep it revving 








up high all the time. This means using 
the ZXR's previously - weakest point a 
lot - the gearbox. Fortunately, though, 
this has been completely changed for 
1993. 

"There's not one part the same on the 
cluster," Doyle said. ^And it's all better 
quality, too, with a different shift drum 
and detent spring, too. We've seen an 
end to our gearbox problems from last 
season." 

And me to mine, for unlike last year 
on the Phillis bike, I didn't miss a single 
gear in more than a dozen laps on the 
Russell bike, and the shift action is 
sharper and more precise, too. There 
was no speed-shifter when I rode the 
bike, though, and being such an easy- 
revving motor, I'm sure it would benefit 
from one. It must surely be on the list, 
but in the meantime you can now 
change up without using the clutch, 
unlike last year. 





The power that the World Superbike 
champion-elect delivers is available to 
any other Kawasaki team, says Doyle: 
“We use the same parts as last year, 
which have now become the '93 racer 
kit, meaning we have a stock crankshaft, 
kit camshafts, valves (inlet is 1 mm 
oversize), springs, two-ring forged pis- 
tons, 2.5 mm longer rods, and close-ratio 
gearbox, and the kit ignition, which still 
isn't programmable. We use a Muzzy 
pipe which delivers more top-end 
power (4 hp from 12,000 rpm upwards, 
at the expense of the same amount off 
the bottom end), and that's about it." 

Yes, apart from the porting and 
flowing of the cylinder head, the con- 
stant experimentation with inlet 
lengths, carb settings, cam timing and 
exhaust pipe design, which delivers not 
only more power but also a different 
power curve, is the sort of work very 
few private teams have the time, the 
facilities or the budget to accomplish. 
So, look, listen and marvel at the Muzzy 
Kawasaki. It's an Ultimate Racer: the 
fastest and most potent carburetted 
four-stroke production racer ever, 
refined into a title-winning superbike 
with the manners of a GP racer, ridden 
to seemingly certain championship suc- 
cess by a man who has proved its mas- 
ter - Scott Russell. 

In doing so, Russell proved that green 
is the color of the 1993 World Superbike 
season, a year in which the old axiom 
that to finish first, you must first finish, 
never came truer. The Muzzy Kawasaki 
is fast, reliable and now handles like a 
true race bike - it may well yet be a match 
for the new-generation Ducati 916 and 
Honda RC45 contenders next season. €N

GAINESVILLE, FL, OCT. 31 
Т here were no tricks, but plenty of 





treats for Kevin Windham and 

Todd DeHoop this Halloween Sun- 
day at Gatorback Cycle Park: Kawasaki 
Team Green’s Windham may have won 
the battle, but Honda of Troy’s DeHoop 
clinched both the 125 and the 250cc/ 
Open class titles at the final round of the 
inaugural Fall Classic Series, the race 
also serving as the final stop on World- 
Sports’ 11th Annual Gold Cup Series. 

DeHoop posted a 2-3 for third overall 
in the 250cc class and 2-2 for a second- 
place finish in the 125cc division, to top 
Barry Carsten in the final point stand- 
ings in both categories. A newly turned 
Pro-Am rider, Windham won three out 
of four motos to take top honors of the 
day in both classes. 

Rain the day before turned the track 
into a mud pit, but before practice start- 
ed Mark Barnett and the WorldSports 
crew transformed the mud into a pretty 
decent race track. 

When the first 125cc Pro moto lined 
up, Honda of Troy/ AXO/Renthal/ 
Scott/Pro Circuit/Bridgestone-backed 
DeHoop knew what he had to do. Com- 
ing into the race, he had a slim two- 
point advantage on Carsten, so his main 
priority was to finish ahead of his Suzu- 
ki-mounted rival. When ће gate 
dropped, John Fesler shot into the early 
lead with Windham, Paul Curry, Jim 
Chester and Andre Pene in tow. 
DeHoop fell in the first corner and 
remounted dead last. Windham quickly 
displaced Fesler and pulled away from 
the rest of the field. Pene then fell to 
start the second lap, as Steve Childress 
and Carsten moved into fifth and sixth, 
respectively. DeHoop had set a rapid 
pace and was in seventh. Fesler held 
second for four laps, until a bobble cost 
him a few positions. 

Meanwhile, Windham was putting as 
much distance as possible between him- 
self and Curry, in second place. At the 
halfway point of the 25-minute-plus- 
two-lap moto, DeHoop motored by 
Childress, and a lap later zapped 
Carsten to move into fourth position. 
Curry, Chester and DeHoop, mean- 
while, locked onto each other's fenders 
and fought for second. Chester was the 
first of the three to make a move, as he 
out-jumped Curry. Curry then got 
passed by DeHoop and Carsten. 
DeHoop made his move for second on 
the tabletop jump, but by the time 
DeHoop passed Chester, Windham 
already had a 23-second advantage. 
Carsten worked on Chester and, with 
two laps to go, overtook him in a turn. 
Windham held on for the 30-second win 
over DeHoop, Carsten, Chester and 
Curry. 

As the riders took to the line for the 
second moto, DeHoop and Carsten were 
tied in points, so the one who finished 
higher in the moto would win the title. 
DeHoop jumped out to the point posi- 
tion, as Chad Lough, Kenny Yoho, Jim 
Neese and Windham gave chase. 
Carsten rounded the first turn in sev- 
enth. Neese and Windham knocked 
Yoho back to fifth, as DeHoop, Lough, 
Neese and Windham freight-trained 
around the track. Windham slipped by 
Neese, as Carsten advanced to fifth by 
passing Yoho. Windham flew by Lough, 
while pressuring DeHoop for the num- 
ber-one spot. As they battled for the 
lead by the tower, Windham drew up 
beside DeHoop and made a pass going 
into the "gator pit." Lough then took a 
soil sample, allowing both Carsten and 
Damien Plotts by. Windham opened up 
a four-second lead that he would hold 
to the end, finishing ahead of DeHoop, 
Neese, Carsten and Plotts.

DeHoop pulled the holeshot to lead 
the 250cc Pro class into the first turn in 
moto one. Neese, Vince DeVane, Gene 
Naumec and Chris Ridgeway fol- 
lowed. Windham moved into fifth 
position at the end of lap one, while 
DeHoop and Neese battled for the 
point position. Windham was on the 
gas and dove underneath Naumec in a 
turn, then jumped by DeVane to take 
over third. DeHoop and Neese had a 
five-second lead on Windham, but 
Windham was closing fast. Within two 
laps, the young Kawasaki rider was on 
the tail end of the leading group. 
Windham shot by Neese in the back 
section of the course and a lap later 
took the lead from DeHoop. Windham 
added six seconds to his lead to take 
the first-moto victory. DeHoop held off 
a late charge by Neese for second, and 
DeVane and Carsten rounded out the 
top five. 

Neese rocketed to the front of the sec- 
ond moto, as Ridgeway, DeHoop, 
Windham and Dag Boyesen dodged his 
roost. Ridgeway slipped back to fourth, 
as DeHoop and Windham jetted by. 
Neese was on the move and motored 
away from the battle for the second 
spot. Boyesen and DeVane moved 
Ridgeway back two more places to fill 
the fourth and fifth spots. DeHoop held

Windham at bay for five laps, until 
Windham squeezed by in a turn. Wind- 
ham, now in second, found that Neese 
had a 10-second lead. Team Green/ 
AXO/Renthal/Maxima/Hammer- 
head/Dunlop/Pro Circuit-sponsored 
Windham held his position, knowing 
his second place was good enough for 
the overall win. Neese flew across the 
finish line with a one-hander for the 
moto victory and second overall for the 
day. Windham was second in the moto 
and DeHoop crossed the line in third, 
good enough for his second title of the 
day. DeVane passed Boyesen with two 
laps to go for fourth, and Earl May and 
Carsten trailed behind to round out the 
top seven. с

NHRA Winston Drag Racing Series: Final Round 


Schultz crowned 
in Pomona

POMONA, CA, OCT. 28-31 
yron Hines' better-known partner, 
poss godfather Terry Vance, 
went out on top. Exactly five years 
later at the 1993 NHRA Winston Finals, 
Hines came within a round of winning 
the same event in his farewell to drag rac- 
ing when he was beaten in the Pro Stock 
finals by Dave Schultz, whose winning 
streak has now reached epic proportions. 
Schultz scored a record sixth-straight 
victory in NHRA national-event compe- 
tition - more than even Vance had ever 
done in his career from the 1970s to 1988 
- after clinching his fourth NHRA 





Championship merely by making a 
qualifying attempt at Pomona Raceway. 
"This has to be the best year of my 
career," said Schultz, who also won 
NHRA championships in 1987 and 1988, 
and ran second to John Myers in 1990 
and 1992. 

The Winston Finals was typical. 
Schultz qualified on the pole with a 
7.72-second elapsed time, more than 
half a tenth ahead of Hines and the rest 
of the field, then proceeded to set the 
lowest e.t. of every round but the sec- 
ond, where he was one-hundredth of a 
second behind Hines, 7.76 to 7.7 7. 

Schultz, whose most recent NHRA 
Championship came during his associa- 
tion with the Vance & Hines team in 
1991, remained within hundredths of a 
second of his former teammate, Hines, 
throughout eliminations. He trounced 
Keith Freeman in the first round, 
7.77/168.4 to 8.07/165.3. One pair ahead 
of them, Hines wheeled his Yamaha to 
an identical 7.79/167.8 win over Nigel 
Patrick's 7.91/165.8. 











The only quicker run of the round 
was made by outgoing 1992 NHRA 
Winston Pro Stock Champion John 
Myers, who qualified eighth, which 
always means a second-round match 
with the No. 1 qualifier . 

Myers' 7.76 from the previous round 
secured lane choice for the Schultz race, 
where he made the quickest run outside 
the final, a 7.794/168. Schultz’s Sunoco 
bike, tuned by crew chief Greg Cope, 
arrived at the finish line first, however, 
with a 7.77/173.6. 

Schultz's near-perfect .409 reaction 
time against Myers (.400 is perfect) was 
the difference in the race, allowing him 
to win with a slower time, though 
Myers wasn't exactly iate off the line 
with a .453. (.456 is average.) 

In the semifinals, Paul Gast cut a .404 
reaction time opposite Schultz , but 
Schultz was right behind him with a 
416, and he opened his lead on the for- 
mer Springnationals winner with every 
shift of the air-button transmission. 
Schultz prevailed by several lengths, 
7.76/166.6 to 7.92/164.1. 

With a time nearly identical to 
Schultz's, Hines won the other semifinal 
heat over Russ Nyberg's Kawasaki, 
which has become a fixture in that 
round at recent events. Hines sped to a 
7.77/166.7 against Nyberg, who has 


emerged as one of the class’ quickest 


riders in the season's second half. 

With Schultz's and Hines' bikes run- 
ning within one-hundredth of a second 
of one another throughout elimina- 
tions, the final should have been a clas- 
Sic. It turned out to be anticlimactic - 
decided, like most finals these days, 
right at the starting line. Hines took 
himself out of contention with an over- 
anxious .369 foul start and shut down 
immediately. The last ride of his fore- 
seeable future was so slow that his e.t. 
nearly matched his speed, 25.8 seconds 
to 26.3 mph. 

Vance, doing color commentary over 
the P.A. system, dropped this bomb- 
shell: The 1993 season will he the Vance 
& Hines team's last, at least for a while, 
in drag racing. V&H will concentrate 
more on its road-racing program next 
year. 

Eighteen seconds before Hines 
crossed the finish line, Schultz set the 
lowest e.t. of eliminations with a 
7.752/167.22. Schultz had won 24 
straight rounds, but it was a season that 
almost didn't happen. 

"After that wreck at Houston 
(Schultz recovered from a 167-mph 
crash at the Slick 50 Nationals), I didn't 
plan on racing anymore," Schultz said. 
“I only did because the next race was in 
Gainesville, too close from home to pass 
up. We got runner-up there, and I 
thought, "Well, let's see how far this 
goes.' Here we are." €N

Fredette strikes 
again in Illinois

MORRISON, IL, OCT. 31 
he Illinois Cross Country 
T championship has been often 
referred to as “The Race to Hell,” 





“Nightmare Creek,” and, simply, “The 
Race.” This year’s event no doubt lived 
up to all of those nicknames, as the 
course consisted of two 58-mile loops, 
including the infamous Rock Creek, 
Dyes Swamp, Coon Creek and Keegans 
Ditch sections, as well as many miles of 
tight woods, open fields and, of course, 
the dreaded peat bogs. For many, these 
obstacles proved to be too much to han- 
dle, as only 19 riders, out of 200 starters, 
finished the race. Many of the non-fin- 
ishers had “houred out.” 

Jeff Fredette, on a Fredette Racing 
Products-prepped Kawasaki KX200, 
completed the grueling, 118-mile race in 
five hours and six minutes, and he 
scored the win with nine minutes to 
spare over runner-up Phil Converse, 
riding a Taber’s Fun Mart-backed 
Yamaha YZ250. John Martin, former 
National Hare Scrambles Champion, 
powered his Kawasaki KX250 to third 
overall, 13 minutes behind winner 
Fredette. 

Martin, a five-time event winner and 
promoter of the Spring Creek National 
МХ in Minnesota, confessed that he has 
not been riding enough lately. “This is a 
tough race,” said Martin. 

Ron Whipple, who rode a Kawasaki 
KX500, led the first wave of Experts off 
the line moments after the dead-engine 
start, which was held on the Bike Barn 
Club grounds. However, Whipple’s lead 
was short-lived when Larry Bergquist, 
on his Tuf Racing-backed Yamaha, 
passed him entering the first, long open 
field. 

Before the race, promoter Bill Gusse 
warned the racers about the high proba- 
bility of engine seizures in the power- 
robbing sand sections early in the race. 
“Boys, you can’t win this race in the first 
10 miles, but you can sure lose it if you 
seize.” 

Bergquist apparently didn’t heed 
Gusse's warning; he was the first to fall 
victim to the open sand fields. 

Martin inherited the lead about three 
miles out. But like Bergquist, Martin's 
reign out in front was cut short. 

^When I tried to climb a 15-foot verti- 
cal bank in Keegans Ditch, well, I almost 
made it." said Martin. 

He then spent valuable minutes try- 
ing to restart his bike before discovering 
that his bike's tail pipe was packed with 
mud, resulting from the backward slide 
down the bank. Martin recovered and 
was less than a minute down at the end 
of the first loop. Knowing what it takes 
to win this race, Martin may have tossed 
too much caution to the wind when try- 
ing to reel in Fredette. The former 
champ punched an over-hanging tree 
limb with his helmet and again wasted 
valuable time getting things straight- 
ened out. His final mishap was taking 
the wrong line and getting stuck less 
than 20 miles from the end of the race 
and needing help to get back on the 
trail. . 
Fredette, a 10-time ISDE gold medal- 
ist, went on to score the win, matching 
Martin’s five race wins. 

"There weren't any real surprises out 
there, " said Fredette. "I've ridden this 
event so many times I know what to 
expect. Don't tell Bill (Gusse), but it was 
one of the easiest of his events. But that 
was mostly due to the good weather. Still, 
it was definitely big-time challenging. 

"At the end of the first loop, there 
was a five-man pack: John Martin, Tim 
Taber, Phil Converse and Kelly Getz," 
continued Fredette. “It was just ‘go with 
the flow,’ you don’t try to break away, 
or you'll just make a mistake and the 
pack will catch right back up. So I was 
hanging back a little and letting them 
clean off the leaves and find all the bad 
stuff. Whoever was leading wouldn't 
lead for very long; he'd blow a corner, 








go over the handlebars or something, 
then the next guy would move up. The 
trail looked real easy because of the 
leaves, but there was so much stuff hid- 
den under the leaves, like logs and 
stumps and ruts. 

“When we started the second loop, " 
said Fredette, “I knew it was time to 
unplug and let it go. You win this race 
in the second loop, not in the first. 
Somewhere in the second loop, you 
have to find a place to break away and 
build a lead and that’s what I did. But it 
didn’t go all that smooth for me, I lost 
second gear about eight miles after the 
last gas stop with 20 miles still to go. 
There was still some bad stuff to get 
‚ through, and lets say I had some eye- 
opening moments.” 

Finishing in second place was an 
event-best for Converse. “I wanted to 
stay back and just hang around with the 
top 10, but no one would take it,” said 
Converse. “So it ended up with 
Fredette, Taber and me doing most of 
the leading. Then, at about 35 miles out, 
I hit a tree real hard and somehow got 
my boot caught, and it ripped right off 
my foot. While I’m laying there every- 
body went by. I smoothed out for the 


second loop. 
“It worked out,” continued 
Converse. “I caught Martin stuck in a 


mud hole, but Fredette was long gone. I 
can keep up with Fredette when I have 
him in sight but otherwise he’s too 
smooth and doesn’t make any mistakes. 
So, I didn’t worry about him, but I was 
looking over my shoulder for Martin. I 
know how fast he is, so I was happy 
when I came to the Peat Bogs and there 
was only a few miles left and no 
Martin.” 

Joe Harriman and Dave Pucharich 
finished 1-2, respectively, in the A class, 
and crossed the finish line less than a 
minute apart. Dave Edsall was five min- 
utes off the pace in third. 

Only three riders in the 250cc class 
completed both loops. Todd Zuidema 
earned the first-place trophy, while 
Gary Hamilton and Larry Ditzler fin- 
ished second and third, respectively. 

Scott Hofman was the only rider in 
the 200cc class to complete both loops. 

Ron Les, Bill Devoire and Wally 
Mika all made it to the 75-mile mark 
(last gas) and finished 1-2-3, respective- 
ly, in the Senior class. сч

CMC Copper State Classic: Rounds 3-4 


Walters rules 
Canyon MX

PHOENIX, AZ OCT. 23-24 
ounds 3 & 4 of the Arizona 
Western Honda Copper State 
Classic jumped into prime time as 
nearly 300 riders braved the heat at 
Canyon Raceway. 
The race of the weekend belonged to 





the combined 125 Intermediate/250 Pro 
class. On the first gate, Spud Walters, 
Ted Campbell and Erik Anderson were 
a dead-heat into turn one. Walters led 
all challengers to Suicide’s downhill and 
eventually walked away with a wire-to- 
wire win 15 seconds ahead of Campbell 
and Anderson. 

The moto-two start was a repeat of 
the first with Walters leading Anderson 
and Justin McMurrich. Walters was fol- 
lowed by Anderson and Campbell into 
victory circle. 

Sunday’s 4th round of the series for 
the 250 Pros was a carbon copy of 
Saturday with Walters, Campbell and 
McMurrich going 1-2-3 in both motos 
and in the overall. 

The second gate on both Saturday 
and Sunday was the best performance 
by the big bikes for the weekend, keep- 
ing the spectators glued to the fences. 
Coming into these third and fourth 
rounds of the six-race series, Apache and 
Pro Sport-sponsored Jason Mathews was 
leading the series by three points over 
Dennis Dahlin. Using his home area 
advantages, Mathews was able to find 
the lead by the end of lap one in both of 
Saturday’s motos even after Dahlin 
grabbed one holeshot. Dahlin was in his 
own take-no-prisoners mode; even with 
a bobble here and there, he was able to 
secure second place in both motos ahead 
of Deano Cowan in moto one and David 
Herboles in moto two. 

With none of the 125cc Intermediates 
getting close to being lapped traffic, 
Mathews & Dahlin were kept honest as 
every other position changed several 
times each lap and no other rider could 
repeat from moto one to moto two. At 
the end of the day, Mathews was still in 
command of the series over Dahlin. 

Sunday’s moto one action saw Dahlin 
grab the holeshot, lead for three laps, 
bobble and then recover for the first- 
moto win followed by a tightly bunched 
field with Mathews second and Scott 
Conley riding his Suzuki RM80 to a solid 
third place as a 125cc Intermediate. 

Moto two again saw Dahlin ever so 
close while the convergence at turn one 
slipped into a battle with Mathews and 
newcomer Damian Lyss. The surprise of 
the day came when Cowan flew his 
Honda CR250 into first in moto two 
after a first-moto DNF. By way of a 1-2 
finish, Dahlin notched his first overall of 
the series ahead of the ever-present 
Mathews with Cowan third overall. cv

World Supercross Series: Round 2 


Cooper maintains 


points lead in 
Amsterdam

AMSTERDAM, HOLLAND, OCT. 31 
D espite finishing fourth at the Dutch 











round of the World Supercross 

Series, Suzuki rider Guy Cooper 
preserved his series points lead over 
New Zealander Darryll King, winner of 
the Dutch Supercross at the Rai indoor 
stadium. Cooper, who won the series 
opener in Sweden, October 9, now has a 
slightly smaller but encouraging five- 
point advantage over King, 31-28. Third 
in the series point standings, with 20 
points, is former 125cc MX World 
Champion Stefan Everts, of Belgium, 
and holding on to fourth with 17 points 
is American Larry Ward. 





As usual in Europe, there were two 
days of racing in Amsterdam. The eight- 
man U.S. contingent was also defeated 
on the first non-points-paying day, as 
500cc GP regular King rode unbeaten 
through the night to defeat Americans 
Mike Craig and Brian Swink in his qual- 
ifiers before heading off Cooper in the 
feature. Tim Ferry finished third in the 
main event, while fellow countrymen 
Swink and Craig rounded out the top 
five. 

Cooper challenged King before 
crashing at the halfway point, giving 
away 10 seconds to the eventual winner. 

Everts and 250cc MX World 
Champion Greg Albertyn sat out the 
first day after failing to agree on finan- 
cial terms with the promoter, but they 
both looked strong from the word go 
during the next day of racing. This time, 
though, championship points were at 
stake. 

Everts ran unbeaten and unchal- 
lenged en route to the main event, while 
Albertyn won his heat but fell trying to 
catch Craig and Swink in his second 
qualifier. 

Everts holeshot the main and never 
gave the others a chance to get close, 
though King was never more than five 
seconds back, never allowing the 
Belgian to relax completely. 

The other potential winners all start- 
ed badly and the only one to make early 
headway was Albertyn, who charged 
from 12th to third before his advance 
was halted, as the leaders wefe by now 
long gone. 

Cooper battled home-country hero 
Pedro Tragter throughout the race to 
finish fourth, while Swink was eventual- 
ly sixth, having ridden conservatively 
during the first half of the race rather 
than take risks in traffic with less experi- 
enced riders. Craig's race ended on lap 
three when he crashed out. с

Mike Hamness and Jeremy Harwood were hot 
at the final race of the 1993 season at Mountain 
View Cycle Park as Hamness edged out brother 
Terry for a win in the highly competitive Before 
the Hill class while Harwood won a climactic 
250cc Intermediate showdown.

Orgill attempted to pass Schrobsdorf 
over the double, but the two collided and 
Schrobsdorf was able to hold on for the moto 
win. Orgill recovered to finish second, and his 1- 
2 moto scores gave him the overall victory. 
Schrobsdorf played the bridesmaid with his 2-5 
moto finishes while Northrup's pair of thirds 
was good for third overall.

Johnny Aragon put his Kawasaki into the win- 
ner's circle by topping the 125cc Beginner class 
at Starwest Supercross Park. 

When the gate dropped to start the first 
moto, Wooderest Cycle’s Neil Alonzo led the 
field through turn one.
